Seventh American Whist Congress- 

TUESDAY MORNING, JULY 6th, 1897, 
OPENING SESSION. 



The Seventh American Whist Congress was called 
to order by the President, Walter H. Barney, at ii 
o'clock, in the large hall of Hotel Victory, Put-in -Bay, 
Lake Erie, Ohio. 

The President stated that, on account of the un- 
avoidable absence of the Recording Secretary, Mr. B. 
D. Kribben, nominations for a Secretary pro tempore 
would be in order. 

Mr. Whelan, of Baltimore, nominated Mr. C. A. 
Henriques, of New York, to act as Recording Secre- 
tary during the sessions of the Congress. 

There being no other nominations, the President 
put the motion, and Mr. Henriques was declared 
elected as Recording Secretary pro tempore. 

Mr. Henry A. Mandell, on behalf of the Detroit 
and Toledo Clubs, introduced Mr. Clarence Brown 
to deliver an Address of Welcome. 
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Mr. Brown spoke as follows : 

Ladies, Mr. President and Gentlemen of the Whist Congress: 

I was served with short notice — ^about ten minutes ago— 
that I was expected to make an address of welcome to the 
delegates to the American Whist Congress. I don't know 
why I was selected; nor do I know why an address of wel- 
come is necessary. I have not had time to make up my 
mind why I was selected; and the only conclusion that I have 
been able to reach as to the address of welcome is, that some- 
body has his response already prepared. 

That you are welcome goes without saying. We, of 
course, do not expect in this locality, where all are novices, 
both at Whist and in the entertainment of the League, to 
rival any place at which you have heretofore assembled. We 
cannot hope to rival the originality of the home of the Whist 
Congress, Milwaukee. (Applause.) Nor have we hope or 
expectation of rivaling the magnitude of your reception at 
New York, nor yet the staid and sober reality of Whist in 
Philadelphia. Nor do we hope to equal the hospitality of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, as boundless as their prairies. Nor 
can we rival that magnificent production of Whist players 
that we found in Chicago. And as to Manhattan Beach, 
well, we are unable to comprehend the magnificence of your 
surroundings there, with its never-tiring yet ceaseless work- 
ing ocean. Much less, indeed, can we hope to rival that beau- 
tiful spot in the Sunny South where unceasing flows in almost 
equal magnitude, the liquor — I beg pardon — the generosity, 
of Nashville. 

But there are two respects in which we claim to be not 
only the equals, but immeasurably the superiors, of any and 
all these places. We are satisfied that if there is anything to 
which you will lend your testimony in support of my claim, — 
which I do not consider to be at all presumptuous on my 
part, — it is, as to the absolute reliability, certainty and enjoy- 
ableness of the temperature. Such is the equanimity of this 
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climate that our distinguished father of the League, coming 
from the hot and tempestuous shores of Wisconsin, arose 
last Sunday morning, so I am told, after a night of sweet 
and quiet sleep, and inquired of a boy that he met in the 
hall, if he could tell him whether the thermometer was up all 
night before. 

I say to you, ladies and gentlemen, you can depend abso- 
lutely upon the high character of the temperature in this 
locality. I cannot do better than bring to my aid the testi- 
mony of one of the citizens of Chicago. I don't want to 
boast too much of our place, but such testimony as comes 
from that cool and refreshing city, certainly will be appre- 
ciated. 

The gentleman from Chicago, not knowing that there 
were only about seventy-five bath rooms in this hotel, applied 
to the Chairman of the Information Bureau a few days ago for 
a room with a bath. He did not realize that all of these 
rooms had been engaged weeks ago, by people who are 
accustomed to take a bath, occasionally. And it never occurred 
to the Chairman of the Information Bureau that a citizen 
coming from that cloudless, clean and sweet city, would have 
any occasion for a bath during a short week. But, inasmuch 
as the bath rooms were all engaged, the Chairman of the 
Information Bureau informed the gentleman that there was 
in the vicinity of the hotel a bathing pool which was for the 
free use of all the guests. When this Chicagoan, whose name 
I shall not mention, (and I have the promise of the editor of 
our daily paper ''EchoeSy^ that the story will not be published, 
although he is liable to break his promise any minute) ar- 
rived, he went to bed in due course, and about one or two 
o'clock in the morning, was found wandering about the hotel 
in his bathing suit in search of the office. 

He encountered a bell boy, and said, "I have been 
trying to find, but without success, this bathing pool that 
Mr. Parker told me about." He did not mention the liquor 
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that he had been drinking. Hereafter Lake Erie, in the 
vicinity of Put-in-Bay, will be known to local Whisters as 
"Gilson's Pool." 

But, ladies and gentlemen, in addition to the fresh water 
and other fresh things which you will find in this locality, you 
may be sure that a cordial and hearty welcome is extended to 
you; and I, on behalf of the citizens of Detroit and Toledo, do 
extend such welcome. Detroit and Toledo have, by their 
united efforts, made the holding of this Congress here a 
possibility, and, in some measure at least, I trust a success. 
I should say, rather, that this is due to two men of the cities 
of Detroit and Toledo, and I trust you will pardon me if in 
that connection I make favorable mention of our Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr. Mandell, and the Chairman of our Information 
Bureau, Mr. Parker. 

Let me also do what I consider a little commendable 
advertising by calling your attention to the daily paper 
"Echoes," published in this house by the voluntary efforts of 
one of our well known Whist editors, Mr. Tracey Barnes of 
the Toledo Blade, and I want to ask you all to cooperate 
with me in furnishing him every item of news that can 
possibly be suggested. I know with Whisters there is not 
much in the way of news, but we trust to your imagination 
for the facts. 

And again, ladies and gentlemen, I extend to you a most 
cordial welcome. 

The President responded as follows : 

Mr, Brown, Ladies and Gentlemen: 

In behalf of the delegates here present, we accept this 
welcome. I think it is the warmest we have ever received. 
Some years ago, a different body of American Citizens assem- 
bled here under the leadership of a former Rhode Islander 
and "met the enemy'' with results that are historic. We, 
fortunately, have met friends, and we are theirs — from the 
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father of the League down to the members who can only 
spot an ace, indicating that this is their first experience of a 
Whist Congress. 

We appreciate the welcome you have given us here; we 
have never received one that came more truly from the heart; 
we have never found accommodations more to our satisfac- 
tion; we have never had details so well provided for; we have 
never found arrangements so complete and satisfactory as 
have been developed under the able management of Mr. Man- 
dell and Mr. Parker, and we are glad we came to Put-in-Bay. 
We expect to have a most enjoyable time, and a most suc- 
cessful Congress; and I know, if we do not, it will not be the 
fault of the members of the Detroit and Toledo Clubs who 
have welcomed us so heartily to-day.

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The President : 

Ladies and Gentlemen^ Members of the American Whist League: 

The year past has been a year of progress and prosperity 
to the League. We have received thirty-one new members, 
and reinstated two old members, with a loss of about ten, 
making a net gain of twenty-three, and leaving a member- 
ship of 156 Clubs. This number is growing so large that the 
Chair again calls to your attention the repeated advice of the 
Father of the League, that the membership should be limited, 
and recommends that this Congress take into consideration 
the advisability of such action before we find ourselves with 
so many Clubs that we cannot well handle them. 

Neither the welfare of the League nor the cause of the 
game calls for any considerable increase in our numbers along 
present lines; and the further growth of Whist interests can 
probably be best promoted, at all events in the more thickly 
populated portions of the country, by the formation of Auxil- 
iary Associations, organized according to the needs of the 
different localities. The growth of local associations provides 
a means of interesting the younger and smaller clubs which 
was not present at the commencement of this organization, 
and which presents a radical change of circumstances from 
those surrounding us during the early years of the League's 
existence. Within the year past at least four of such organi- 
zations have been formed, one in the State of Michigan, one 
in Tennessee, another in New York, and another, under the 
name of the Atlantic Whist Association, consisting of Clubs 
in the States of Pennsylvania, Delaware, and Maryland, and 
in the District of Columbia, 

The New York State Whist Association and the Atlantic 
Whist Association have applied for Auxiliary membership in 
the League, and have been admitted. We wish that othjers 
might follow their example. It seems to the Chair that loyalty 
to the cause of Whist should lead all of these Associations to 
identify themselves with the national organization. While 
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existing apart from the League, other than sach incidental 
connection as may come irom some of their individual mem- 
bers being also League Qubs, these organizations may at 
any time become a menace to the interests of the League 
and to the cause of the game in the locality where they exist. 
They may, and often do, divert the interest of the clubs, and 
withdraw their support from the League. They may create, 
and to a certain extent have already in some localities created, 
a diversity of custom which is liable to lead to a divergence of 
practice highly detrimental to the game. 

The tribute paid by these organizations to the Leag^ie is 
trifling; but the real importance of associations becoming 
auxiliary to the League is, that we may secure a unification 
of interests. The necessary adoption by such associations, 
on coming into the League, of the laws, rules and practices 
of our organization insures harmony and uniformity in the 
practice of the game throughout the country which cannot 
otherwise be obtained. 

The cultivation of mutual acquaintance by contests be- 
tween clubs and organizations of this kind, both at Congresses 
and in the intervals between the Congresses, is a feature of 
auxiliary membership which is most enjoyable. We can but 
hope that the associations of this kind in the West, Central 
and Pacific portions of this country will come into line with 
those in the East, as loyal members of the League. 

The local value of these associations cannot be over- 
estimated; the closer union which they secure, their more 
frequent meetings, the possibility of a much larger portion of 
their members participating in active work and active play, 
render them, both for the purpose of creating interest, for 
the education of players, and for the cultivation of better 
acquaintance of almost incalculable benefit to the cause of 
Whist wherever a well organized association has been estab- 
lished. 

These associations are a logical result of the League 
movement, and the proper supplement to its work; they are 
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beyond question destined to become a most important feature 
in the development of Whist in the next decade. 

An even more important event in Whist history, during 
the past year, was the holding in Philadelphia last spring of 
the first Whist Congress for Women, followed by the organi- 
zation of the Women's Whist League, with a membership of 
over fifty clubs. 

The far reaching results of the movement for the cause 
of good Whist among the women of our land, of which this 
Woman's Whist Congress is both a sympton and a result, 
can hardly be realized; it is certainly appreciated by but few. 
It means a wider, more generous, and more rapid develop- 
ment of the game. The influence of the American Whist 
League, in a certain measure, at least, is confined to com- 
paratively small coteries of players in the clubs. The wide- 
spread, persevering, and intelligent study of the game, by 
the women of our land within recent years, and the enlisting 
and organizing of their enthusiastic efforts, is destined to 
cause the game to be established in a truer sense than ever 
before, as the national indoor game of America, the game of 
the home as well as the game of the club, with the consequent 
benefits to the family and the young, greater by far even 
than was dreamed of by our enthusiastic Director from San 
Francisco, when some years ago, he asked us to look forward 
to the teaching of Whist in our public schools and our 
universities. Our children, if this movement continues, will 
soon grow up in an atmosphere of Whist enthusiasm, and be 
nurtured in« sound Whist doctrines at their mothers' knees. 

We bid "all hail" to the Woman's Whist League, and 
wish it every success and continued prosperity. 

The work of the American Whist League in creating in- 
terest in good Whist play, — ^Whist in its best form, — is now 
practically an accomplished fact; and the League should now 
devote its energy and efforts to the development of the game. 
The contests held at these annual gatherings, and the matches 
for the Challenge and Brooklyn trophy, with their published 
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scores and play, is doing a work of the greatest educational 
value; but it falls far short of what our members have a right 
to expect of an organization like the American Whist League. 
The country looks to the League for a standard of play. The 
failure to meet and present a report on the part of the Special 
Committee on System of Play, appointed at the last Congress, 
is most unfortunate. Very many looked forward to this 
report as something which would form the beginning of a 
foundation, upon which a more enduring structure could be 
erected. 

The Chair would recommend that the vacancies in the 
membership of that Committee here present be filled at once 
and that they be requested to make a report to this Congress, 
which, although it may not be in such shape as to be acted 
upon, could be laid over for further consideration, and be 
made the basis for future action, which would, at least, be a 
beginning, and something which can be looked to as approx- 
imating a Standard of Play, satisfactory, in a certain degree 
at least, to the majority of the League. There is a great 
demand for something which the young student may tie to, 
as agreed upon by the majority of players. Undoubtedly the 
discussions of the past two or three years and the vast 
amount of suggestions in regard to variations in play, have 
been of the utmost benefit, but they have been most confus- 
ing to young students and players. They have brought about 
a condition which is far from what Whist was, when Mr. 
Tormey presented the game as a universal language in which 
two people meeting as strangers could address each other, 
without further acquaintance. We need something which can 
be referred to as the "standard system," and to which any one 
can refer their own game as presenting such and such 
variations. And, although the work has difficulties, it should 
not be impossible to present some scheme which would be 
accepted as a standard; though, I have no doubt, there are 
few players who would not, in a greater or lesser degree, 
vary from it in some particulars. 
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It seems to the Chair that the League should go further 
in the work of assisting its members, and the thousands of 
students of the game. We ought to use our great organization 
for a more systematic study of the game. Our efforts should 
be combined; the results of those efforts should be classified. 
Thousands and tens of thousands of experiments are tried 
almost daily in clubs of the League, and the results are kept 
in a most limited circle. Still more would be tried, if the 
results of those experiments could be made more generally 
useful. 

We do not forget the great work which the newspaper 
press has done in this line within the past two years. It is 
due to the press certainly, as much as to any other agency, 
that the cause of Whist has advanced with such rapid strides 
since the organization of the League; and the able corps of 
editors, who have discussed Whist questions, considered 
Whist problems, and have laid before the public Whist sub- 
jects for study, is not only to be commended and emulated, 
but is something for which we can hardly find words with 
which to express our obligation and appreciation. But we 
cannot forget that some official busy-body, with dwarfed 
intellect and microscopic vision, has made the startling dis- 
covery that the lottery laws of the United States have been 
violated by the papers in laying these problems before their 
readers, and asking for answers accompanied with an offer 
of a prize for the doing of the best work, and by this means 
have stopped this work on the mistaken idea that the lottery 
laws applied either in letter or spirit. We do not think that 
this is a proper interpretation of those laws; and we believe 
that the usefulness of the press upon this sort of work has 
been unnecessarily curtailed. This unlooked for interference 
has rendered it still more important that the League should 
take up and carry on the work as left by the papers in Phil- 
adelphia, and other cities, which were stopped by this ruling 
of the Law Department. 
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The Chair would recommend that, under the auspices of 
the League, there be established a Bureau of Experiment 
in charge of some competent chief to direct its work, by 
which questions of interest to Whist players can be submitted 
to the enthusiasts of the game, and their efforts to arrive at a 
solution be tabulated and announced from time to time. 
Results of the utmost value could, without question, be thus 
arrived at, and the game be placed upon a sounder experi- 
mental, as well as a theoretical basis. 

The President wishes to extend his thanks to all the 
members of the League, and especially to its officers for their 
loyal support during his administration. And more partic- 
ularly he wishes to express his appreciation of the assistance 
which he has received from the Board of Judges of Appeals. 
This Board was established as a tribunal to whom Whist 
questions should be submitted. Their jurisdiction, under the 
By-Laws, goes no further than the Laws of Whist: but from 
the very start questions affecting the By-Laws and Rules of 
the League have, both by officers and other members, been 
submitted to them. The President has several times been 
called upon, or deemed it wise, to submit questions to them, 
and has treated them as his Constitutional Advisors. 

The Chair would recommend that this body be made 
formally the Advisors of the President on all questions per- 
taining to Whist Laws, By-Laws and Rules of the League, 
as well as of the Laws of Whist, and that they should report 
to each Congress their conclusions for its approval or dis- 
approval, and thus establish a body of Whist law which would 
be of the greatest value to the League. 

In passing over the executive office to another, as it will 
be my privilege and pleasure to do in a few days, I am glad 
that I am able to turn over the League to my successor in 
so prosperous a condition, particularly in the matter of 
finances. The debt of the League has been paid off, owing 
to the generosity of some of its members, and the League 
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finances are now in the best condition. We have in the 
treasury a sufficient amount to pay all bills that have been 
incurred, or that will be incurred in the natural course of 
events, at this Congress; and in starting the work of another 
year, we will not be obliged to anticipate or call upon the 
dues payable in December and January next until they are 
needed to pay the bills of next year. 

In finances, in membership, in interest, and in good 
feeling among its members, the League never stood better 
than at present, and the President congratulates you on the 
gratifying prospect of continued and enlarged prosperity. 

On motion of Mr. Whelan, the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That a Committee on Resolutions be ap- 
pointed, by the Chair, to which, when appointed, shall be 
referred, without debate, all resolutions introduced at the 
Congress, except such as appertain to matters of finance, or 
to proposed changes in the Laws or By-Laws, and also ex- 
cept such resolutions as accompany the reports of committees.

On motion of Mr. Tormey, of San Francisco, the 
following resolution was adopted : 

Resolved^ That the fourth paragraph of Law A, ''Laws 
of Duplicate Whist,*' be suspended in all contests to take 
place at this, the Seventh Whist Congress. 
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This paragraph reads as follows : 

''Each side keeps its own score, and it is the duty of the 
North and South players at each table to compare the scores 
there made, and see that they correspond. In case that they 
fail to perform this duty, the East and West scores are taken 
as correct, and the North and South scores made to corre- 
spond thereto." 

On motion of Eugene S. Elliott, the following 
amendment to Rule i8 was adopted: 

"Clubs desiring to enter teams for the A. W. L. Trophy 
Match having only three players present are authorized to 
fill the vacancy from other League Clubs at the Congress." 

The Secretary stated that he had been instructed 
to report to the Congress the following recommenda- 
tion passed by the Executive Committee, as follows : 

"The right of contestants to use any well known and 
established method of play, and any original method not 
given a secret, pre-arranged meaning, is acknowledged ; but 
the American Whist League emphatically disapproves of 
private conventions, and defines a private convention to be 
any unusual method of play based upon a prior secret agree- 
ment. It is the right of a contestant to demand of his oppo- 
nents an explanation of their system of play at any time, 
except during the play of a hand, and their duty to give such 
information promptly and fully. Any infraction of this, or 
any other rule of whist etiquette adopted by the American 
Whist League, shall be cause for protest, to be followed by 
such penalty as the Tournament Committee or Umpire may 
impose." 

On motion of Mr. E. LeRoy Smith, the hour for 
the meeting of Congress was fixed for 1 1 o'clock daily. 

On motion, Congress adjourned. 



Seventh American Whist Congress. 21 

WEDNESDAY MORNING, JULY 7th, 1897, 

The Congress was called to order at 1 1 o'clock, 
by the Vice President, pursuant to adjournment. 

There being no quorum present, the Vice Presi- 
dent ordered a recess of one hour. 

At 12 o'clock the President called the Congress 
to order. 

The minutes of Tuesday's proceedings were read 
by the Assistant Secretary, which, with some cor- 
rections, were approved. 

The President stated that in voting upon motions, 
only the names of clubs which had reported, would be 
called. If, therefore, any clubs present had not 
handed in their credentials, but had delegates present, 
they should at once give notice of that fact to the Sec- 
retary at the conclusion of this meeting.

On motion of Judge Elliott, the Report of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee upon "Rules for the American 
Whist League Trophy Contests " was presented for 
consideration. 

The Secretary read the proposed Rules Governing 
Contests for the A. W. L. Trophy: 

Rules Governing Contests 

FOR THE 

AMERICAN WHIST LEAGUE CHALLENGE TROPHY 

AS ADOPTED BY THE SEVENTH CONGRESS, JULY 9, 1897. 

I. The A. W. L. Trophy shall be held by the club win- 
ning it at annual Congress until the end of the following 
September; it shall be held subject to challenge as hereinafter 
set forth during the following October, November, December, 
January, February, March, April and May; it shall be held, 
from the end of May to the opening of the next Congress, by 
the winner of the last match played prior to the first day 
of June. 
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2. The President of the League, or some person des- 
ignated by him, shall appoint an umpire to have charge of 
each challenge match, and shall notify such umpire of the 
name and address of the club, if any, entitled to play the 
winner of such match. 

3. All challenges shall be sent to the President of the 
League, or to some person designated by him, and shall take 
precedence in the order in which they are received, except 
that all challenges received between June ist and August 31st, 
inclusive, shall rank as of the same date, and take precedence 
by lot, and also except as hereinafter provided. All unplayed 
challenges pending on May 31st shall lapse. 

Every challenge shall state the name and Post Office 
address to whom correspondence concerning the challenge 
and challenge matches shall be addressed. 

4. Every League Club shall have the right to challenge. 

5. All challenge matches shall take place at the home 
of the holder, except as hereinafter provided. 

6. The holder shall not be required to play for the 
trophy more frequently than once a week without its consent. 

7. The trophy shall become the permanent property of 
the club that either — 

(a) Wins it at three annual tournaments; or 

(b) Wins it in twenty matches actually played. 

8. The first challenge match of each season shall be 
played on the first Saturday after the first day of October. 
The President of the League shall, taking into consideration 
the number of pending challenges, determine from time to 
time whether the matches shall proceed at the rate of one 
each week, or at the rate of one each fortnight. In the 
former case he, or some person designated by him, shall fix 
as the date for each succeeding match the Saturday at the 
end of the week following the last preceeding match, and 
shall give the challenging club next in order at least seven 
days notice of such date. In case the President determines 
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that the matches shall proceed at the rate of one each fort- 
night, he or some person designated by him, shall fix as the 
date for each succeeding match the Saturday at the end of 
the second week following the last preceding match, and shall 
give the challenging club next in order at least fourteen days 
notice of such date: Provided, however, that in case no 
challenge is pending at the time any match is played, the 
President shall fix as the date for the next match either the 
second or third Saturday after the challenge therefor shall 
have been received by him, and shall give both the home and 
the challenging club at least fourteen days notice of such date. 
Each match shall be played on the date fixed as above, 
unless the home and the challenging club shall mutually 
agree on an earlier date, in which case a match should be 
played upon the day agreed upon. 

9. In case the challenging club fails to play at the time 
fixed or agreed upon as prescribed in the preceding rule, it 
shall forfeit its right of precedence, but shall have the right to 
challenge again, such subsequent challenge to take rank as of 
the date it is received by the President, or the person des- 
ignated by him. 

In case the home club shall fail to play any challenge 
match, and the challenging club has complied with these 
rules, and is prepared and willing to play, and announces it is 
ready to do so, the Trophy shall be forfeited to such chal- 
lenging club. 

10. The Trophy shall be surrendered to the Executive 
Committee one week after the last match in January, to be 
contested for at a time and place to be named by the Execu- 
tive Committee. For such contest, the Executive Committee 
shall designate two clubs of the section, other than that of 
the last holder. The clubs so designated shall be the two 
that made the highest scores of their section at the last pre- 
ceding Congress. In the event of either of such clubs declin- 
ing to so contest, the Executive Committee shall substitute 
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iv the order of precedence by score. The Trophy shall there- 
after be held subject to the challenges theretofore and there- 
after received by the President or the person designated by 
him, as specified in Rule 8. 

11. Whenever a club shall have won ten challenge 
matches actually played, including victories already won for 
any challenge trophy, it shall be given a certificate setting 
forth a record of such victories, duly attested by the officers 
of the League. 

12. For the purposes of the foregoing provisions, the 
territory of the League is divided into two sections, the East 
and the West. The East shall comprise all territory east of the 
east lines of Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and Alabama. The 
West shall comprise the balance of the United States. 

13. Matches shall be played under the system generally 
known as the "two table'' or "team of four game." 

14. Matches shall consist of forty-eight deals. 

15. Matches shall be divided into halves, the first half to 
be played in the afternoon and the last half to be played in the 
evening of the day designated for their play. 

16. In case of a tie, eight additional hands, immediately 
played, shall decide the match, and in case there is still a tie, 
four additional hands shall be played until the tie is broken, 
players changing partners and opponents for the additional 
hands in the same manner as though a new match were com- 
menced at the end of the original tie. In case either club 
refuse to play off the tie as above provided the match shall 
be deemed to have been won by the club that is ready 
to play. But by the consent of the competing teams, the tie 
may be played off at any time within three days subsequent 
to the date of commencing the match and in any manner 
agreed upon by said teams. 

17. The players shall change positions at every four 
deals, according to the following schedule, in which the 
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numbers i, 2, 3 and 4 represent the players of the challenging 
club, and the numbers S, 6, 7 and 8 represent the players of 
the home club.

18. Players shall not be changed during a match except 
in case of illness or other unavoidable inability on their part 
to play, and then only with the approval of the umpire. 

19. A player must be a member of the club which he 
represents, and no player shall represent more than one club 
between any two consecutive Congresses. 

20. Afternoon play shall begin at 2:30 and evening play 
at 8 o'clock, unless the competing clubs by mutual consent 
change these hours. 
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21. The score shall be made up by recording the number 
of tricks made by the North and South players of each team; 
it shall be attested by one of the opponents and announced 
by the umpire at the end of each four deals, and the players 
shall not adopt any method of informing themselves of the 
state of the score at any other time during the progress of 
the match. 

22. A record of the play shall be kept at the request 
of either of the competing teams, and in case such request 
be made, each player must leave the cards played by him 
in the trays in the order in which he played them. Such record 
shall be taken by two persons in such a way as not to inter- 
fere with the play. After taking the record of the play of 
each deal, the recorders must shuffle the cards in each hand 
before they are replayed. Each contesting club may furnish 
one recorder, but, if required, the club requesting the record 
to be taken, shall furnish both. 

23. No person except the players, the umpire, the re- 
corders and members of the Executive Committee of the 
League, shall be allowed in the rooms in which a match takes 
place while it is in progress unless the consent of both the 
competing teams thereto be first had and obtained. 

24. All questions arising out of or as a result of any 
match, shall be decided by the umpire, and his decision shall 
be final unless an appeal be taken therefrom within forty-eight 
hours after the rendition of his decision. Such appeal shall 
lie to the President of the League, and his decision, with 
respect thereto, shall be final. 

25. Immediately upon the close of a match the umpire 
shall report the result to the President of the League, or to 
the person designated by him, and also to the Corresponding 
Secretary of the League, and to the club, if any, next in order 
to play the winner of such match. 

26. The Executive Committee shall have power to 
amend these rules from time to time in matters of detail, as 
they shall deem expedient. 
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Judge Elliott moved that the report of the com- 
mittee be received and adopted. 

Mr. Briggs, of Minneapolis, moved to amend by 
striking out Sec. 10, and inserting the old rule with 
the following addition : 

'^ Provided, that if at the mid-winter meeting the trophy 
shall be won in the section where previously held, then the 
challenges of those clubs in the other section shall take pre- 
cedence of all others, and, in their order, they shall be enti- 
tled to name any date when they shall have the right to play 
the club then holding it." 

Mr. Whelan, of Baltimore, seconded the motion. 

Mr. Smith, of Albany : Mr. President, as I under- 
stand the proposed amendment, it is substantially this : 
They propose to leave old Rule No. 10 as it is, adding 
to it a proviso that under specified conditions certain 
challenges are to have precedence over others. To 
illustrate : If a team from Chicago wins the Challenge 
Trophy at this Congress, and it is held in the West 
until the mid-winter meeting, a team from the East is 
to go to said meeting and play a match with the hold- 
ers from the West. If the Eastern team is defeated, 
the trophy goes again to the West — this may be to 
Lincoln, Neb., St. Paul, Minn., or any other Western 
place. Now they propose that the challenges from 
Eastern clubs shall have precedence over the chal- 
lenges from the West. While this sounds well, we all 
know that it does not amount to anything. 

During the past three years there has never been 
a match played for this trophy between the West and 
the East excepting those played at our mid-winter 
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meetings, and, in my opinion, there would never be 
any others played under the proposed change. Now, 
Mr. President, it seems to me that the essential feature 
of this trophy is to excite enthusiasm among the whist 
players of the League during the whist-playing season. 
Personally, I am in favor of compelling the transfer of 
this trophy from one section to the other at the mid- 
winter meeting, and would not allow challenges to be 
made from the East when the trophy is in the West, 
and vice versa. This arrangement would insure the 
clubs in each section a chance to play for it at least 
once each year. Practically the rules presented by your 
committee insure this, although they permit challenges 
from all sections at any time. Under the proposed 
amendment it is more than possible that the trophy 
would stay in the section that won it at the Congress 
for the entire year. As has been wisely said by one 
of our leading whisters, " In the interest of true sports- 
manship the Briggs amendment is right, but in the 
interest of the American Whist League it is all 
wrong." As I understand it, this trophy was pre- 
sented for competition in the interest of the entire 
League. 

I trust the amendment will be defeated. 

Mr. Bouve, of Boston : Mr. President, it places 
me in a rather awkward and difficult position to say 
anything on this subject, as at the present time two of 
our Eastern teams and a strong team of the West 
are fighting a very close battle for this cup. Person- 
ally, for a great many reasons, I should like to see the 
Western team win the cup, and that will encourage 
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all the clubs in every way possible. But it does seem 
to me, in a contest of that nature, whether it is won 
by Toledo, by the club from Albany, or by any other 
club, it should always be open to challenge to every 
club in the League, under the rules. 

Now, it seems to me that, if you say arbitrarily 
the cup must go to one section, or the other, it is only 
fair that the section which holds it should have a chance 
to defend it. It does seem just, proper and fair, that 
if any club holds it, it should have the right to defend 
it, as long as it can hold it. 

I think, Mr. President, it would be a hardship to a 
great many clubs, when the drawings are made early 
in the year to draw a low position, not knowing where 
they may have to go; we may have to go from Boston 
to Washington, or from Providence to Philadelphia ; 
we must give a great deal of time, and go to a great 
deal of expense, and then, if you do take your team 
down, and you win the cup, it is certainly discouraging 
to be obliged to give up the cup without a contest. I 
certainly should feel discouraged to get up a good 
team, draw a low position in the drawing, and then 
feel that we may have to go down to Philadelphia, 
against the crack Philadelphia four, standing but a 
small chance of winning it, and then, if we should be 
successful, we cannot hold it for more than a week ; 
it must go West. 

I do not believe it will help the League to adopt 
the rule proposed by the committee. In fact, I believe 
it will have a tendency to discourage certain clubs, to 
have the cup stay in one section. There are clubs in 
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the other section who will go out to fight for the cup, 
and I believe in encouraging that spirit ; and it does 
seem to me that when a club has played for it, and 
won it, it should have the right to hold it, as long as it 
can successfully defend it. 

I hope the amendment will prevail. 

Mr. Clarence Brown, of Toledo : Mr. President, 
it is with great diffidence that I arise to express my 
views on this subject. I do so because of the request 
and with the sanction of the clubs of Toledo, for 
whom I speak. 

As forming part of the West, for whose benefit it 
is supposed this change is made, we are opposed to 
the amendment as reported by the committee. We 
do not want transferred to our locality, or to our club, 
any trophy that we have not won in open battle. 

On account of the good playing of my team asso- 
ciates, we chance to stand in a position where, if the 
contest were terminated to-dayi the Toledo Whist 
Club would get the first benefit under this rule. But 
I want to say for them that we deplore bringing into 
this controversy the spirit of sectionalism which would 
transfer to our territory and possibly to us, who could 
not win it, this trophy, which should be the emblem of 
victory. We do not want it under any such conditions. 
We look upon this as a National Trophy given by the 
League to promote interest in the national game 
throughout the country. Any club that wins it ought 
to hold it until some other club is able to come and 
wrest it from them. This trophy should be our battle- 
flag ; and if we get it at all, we want it to come to us 
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in such a way that we may put it in our club room and 
say "We have won it on the field of battle." We 
don't want this cup transferred from the victorious 
club which has held and defended it throughout the 
season to those who were actually defeated in the 
contest for its possession. 

We are in favor of giving to the clubs of the sec- 
tion not holding the cup, priority in right of challenge 
after the mid-winter meeting, over clubs in the section 
holding it. In other words, we are in favor of the 
amendment as proposed to the report of the committee. 

If the cup shall be won at the mid-winter meeting 
by a club from the other section, then we believe the 
clubs from the defeated section should, for a limited 
time, at least, have priority in challenge. That is not 
because of locality, but because of necessity. It is not 
a matter of small importance to travel from Boston to 
Minneapolis, or vice versa. If Minneapolis see fit to 
go to the battle field in Massachusetts, she certainly 
should have the privilege of naming the time which 
best suits her convenience. 

We believe the result of the adoption of this report 
will be to lower the standing of the trophy itself. It 
will bring into Whist somewhat more of professionalism 
than is now seen — a, thing to be avoided. In our 
opinion such a rule would lower the standard of sports- 
manship in the game. 

Mr. Briggs, of Minneapolis : Mr. President, there 
is one explanation which I would like to make, and 
that is that the time for challenging shall be held open 
for a definite time in which the other section should 
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take advantage of the rule. That was not the inten- 
tion of the amendment. The idea or intention of the 
amendment is that challenges from every section shall 
be in order, but that a team from the other section 
(the section not holding the cup) may name a time 
definite in the future when it will play for the cup. It 
may not be in the first month, or it may not be in the 
second month, but the first team challenging from the 
other section may name a time definite when they can 
play, and they shall be entitled to play for it on that 
day with whatever club in the other section holds the 
cup. 

Mr. Foster, of New York : Mr. President, I wish 
to offer, as part of this discussion, a suggestion. 

I believe the American Whist League, as an asso- 
ciation, has some interest in this cup, and it should see 
to it that the cup is kept in circulation as long as pos- 
sible. Would it noti therefore, be possible to formu- 
late or enact some rule to the effect that if the same 
club wins this cup a certain number of times, say three 
times, it should be compelled to surrender it, and give 
other clubs an opportunity to play for it, so as to pre- 
vent the cup from getting into the hands of some 
strong team, only to be kept by it during the whole 
twelve months ? 

Eugene S. Elliott : Mr. President and Gentle- 
men — No more able or eloquent presentation of the 
case in favor of the amendment to the report of the 
Executive Committee could have been made than has 
been made by our friend from Toledo, Mr. Brown. 
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He has certainly stated the points in this matter 
clearly, fully and forcibly, and he has made the best 
showing that could possibly have been made for that 
side of the question; and yet, I hope that the amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Briggs will not be adopted, but 
that the Congress will support the report of its Execu- 
tive Committee, because the Executive Committee has 
considered the questions involved in this matter thor- 
oughly. They have been discussed over and over 
again; they have been threshed and re-threshed until 
the Executive Committee, at least, is thoroughly in- 
formed of what can be said for it, and what can be 
said against it. And, while the Executive Committee 
was not unanimous in its conclusions, because those 
who opposed the majority of the committee gave 
notice that they would transfer the fight to the floor 
of the Congress, still the report of the committee rep- 
resents a majority of that committee. 

And now for the reasons : For what was this 
American Whist League Challenge Trophy instituted? 
Why are we playing for it? What was the object of 
creating it? For several years we only had the Ham- 
ilton Trophy. That was the trophy that was played 
for at the Congress, and then remained in the posses- 
sion of the winner until the next Congress. Between 
the sessions of Congress there was no incentive to 
inter-club match play, and the clubs being left to their 
own resources, showed more or less life in accordance 
with their individual conditions. 

At the Philadelphia Congress it was thought wise 
that something should be done to awaken the whist- 
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playing forces of the entire country to a greater degree 
than had theretofore been done, or than could possibly 
be done by the single match for the Hamilton Trophy. 
In order to do that it was voted that a trophy be pro- 
cured, that such trophy should be perambulatory 
throughout the whist season, and that it should be open 
to challenges from any and all clubs in the League. 
That action was taken. It has been found up to the 
present time to have answered its purpose admirably, 
but only in the section that happened to hold it. For 
instance, when St. Paul won that cup some years ago, 
the clubs in the West challenged for it, and were 
grandly beaten by the Cardiff Giants of the Miller City, 
but the Eastern clubs did not challenge for it, not be- 
cause they were afraid, or did not possess the requi- 
site amount of fighting blood — we all know our East- 
ern clubs can fight like heroes — but because there 
were obstacles in the way arising by reason of the geo- 
graphical conditions of the country in which we live. 
We do not wish to be considered sectional when we 
point out the fact that San F*rancisco is about the cen- 
ter of the American nation. We are not sectional 
when we suggest that as the sun sinks to rest in the 
West, it kisses the eyes of wakefulness in the East. 
We have got this country, and we propose to keep it; 
and we propose to make the best possible use of it by 
stimulating activity all over it. 

The object of this Whist Trophy was to wake up 
Whist from one corner of this great country to the 
other! If I had my way, and it was practicable to do 
so, I would mount that trophy on wheels, and I would 
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send it all around, and all over this glorious country. 
We can't do that ; but we can do and have done the 
next best thing, by re-enacting the division of the 
country into two parts (as was done under the old 
rules) but providing (what was not heretofore done) 
that each part should be given possession of the 
trophy during one-half of the playing season, subject 
to challenge from any League Club in any part of the 
country. 

The Union was not divided into two parts, one 
called "the East" and one called "the West" through 
any sectionalism, but simply because, under the con- 
ditions that confronted us, we were obliged to do so to 
secure the end in view. We had to divide into two 
sections because we are too large (geographically) for 
one. 

Now \^e are influenced by this condition of things. 
We find that when the cup is held by one section, the 
clubs in that section only will challenge and play for 
it; while the clubs in the other section, on account of 
the conditions that exist, do not, and cannot, by reason 
of the distance they will have to go, challenge and 
play for it ; hence, the clubs in the other section, (and 
it makes no difference whether it is the East or the 
West) are out of the game — out of the play. The 
idea of the majority of the committee was that some- 
thing should be done to put the other section into the 
game, and that they concluded could be best done by 
this method. 

Now, gentlemen, it is not, as my friend Mr. Brown 
so eloquently has attempted to show, a trophy that 
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goes without the winning. What are you doing here 
to-day? You are playing for that trophy. To whom 
does that trophy go if this rule is adopted? The 
trophy goes to the club making the highest score at 
this Congress in that contest ; it wins it, and, under 
this rule, wins also the right to defend it for four 
months. At the end of four months it must be sur- 
rendered to the other section to be competed for by 
the two clubs making the two highest scores of that 
section at the Congress. Thus, all the clubs now con- 
testing in the match for the League Trophy are play- 
ing for two prizes ; first, the immediate possession of 
the trophy and the right to hold it subject to challenge 
for the first four months; second, failing in winning 
first place, they are playing for second place, or the 
right of competing for its possession when surrendered 
at the beginning of the second four months season. 
The two clubs of a section winning the two highest 
scores of their section, will also win the right to com- 
pete for the trophy when surrendered, just as much as 
the winner of the trophy will win the immediate pos- 
session of the cup here. When surrendered, the cup 
will not go by default, it will go as the play at this 
Congress determines it. 

Now, gentlemen, think of these things. Think of 
the object of this contest, and let me venture to urge 
that in so thinking, we should look beyond the back- 
fences of our own homes, and the back-yards of our 
neighbors, until we can take in all this great country — 
until we can bring ourselves to vote upon this ques- 
tion, not as it affects us, the Milwaukee, the Chicago 
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or the Toledo Club, but as it will affect the great body 
of whist players and whist clubs in this country. And 
then, if we can do that, I do not doubt, whatever the 
result here may be, it will be the right solution of this 
problem. 

Mr. Whelan, of Baltimore : It is not a very easy 
task, Mr. President and gentlemen, to follow the dis- 
tinguished gentleman from Milwaukee in argument, 
and successfully answer a gentleman of so much 
ability, but when you feel that you have the right side 
of the question, it becomes a somewhat easier task 
than would be at first supposed. 

Let us look at the question before us fairly and 
squarely; and I invite your candid consideration of 
this question ; and, in that connection, let us look first 
at the trophies that are held in this League, and for a 
moment study their character. 

In the first place, we have the Hamilton Trophy, 
the championship trophy of the United States, which 
is a perpetual trophy, and which is held by the four 
making the best record at the Congress. 

In the next place, we have the Minneapolis Pair 
Trophy, also a perpetual trophy, which is held by the 
pair making the highest pair score at the Congress, 

Next, Mr. President, comes the A. W. L. Chal- 
lenge Trophy, which is competed for annually at the 
Congress, and then becomes the subject of challenge. 
Why was this trophy put into play by the League ? 
What was its object? Its object was to put before 
the country a trophy that could become the permanent 
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possession and property of the club winning it twenty 
times, and having the ability and enterprise to travel 
and fight for it. 

Now, Mr. President, I submit that any club in the 
United States, which is capable of winning that trophy 
twenty times in fair, open competition, ought to have 
it ; and there is not a club in this country that would 
not bow down to it, and confess that it is entitled to it. 

I hope I may be pardoned for referring to what 
occurred at the Executive Committee, and I would not 
allude to it if the gentleman from Milwaukee had not 
stated that this resolution was adopted by the commit- 
tee by a large majority. I say to you, gentlemen of 
the Congress, it was adopted by a vote of seven to 
five. It does not come before this Congress with the 
same force and effect as if it had received the unani- 
mous vote of the Executive Committee. 

Now, Mr. President, let me rehearse for a moment 
what occurred, so as to present this question fairly to 
the Congress. There was an effort made to make 
this a perpetual trophy hereafter. That was voted 
down in the committee. Now, I maintain, that if the 
Congress adopts the resolution as proposed by the 
committee, it will practically be making this a perpet- 
ual trophy. The gentleman who moved to make this 
a perpetual trophy stated at the time if it should be 
won by any club, nothing could be done with it by 
such club, except to store it in the vaults of some 
deposit company. He cannot be serious. Wherever 
that cup is held, by no matter what club it is held, it is 
constantly put before its members and the public, and 
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inspires enthusiasm and activity, just the same as when 
a Grand Army Post marches down the streets of some 
great city, it exhibits the tattered and torn battle flags — 
it holds these flags aloft, so that the public may see 
them ; and the public enthusiastically cheers the post 
and the flags. The same is the case with this trophy. 
You exhibit it in the club rooms, and it is always rec- 
ognized as a great victory of the club. 

This is a National League. We are all on the 
same footing with one another; and we know no 
North, South, East or West in this League; the best 
club in the League is entitled to win the trophy, if it 
can; and the gentleman from Milwaukee, with all due 
deference and respect to him, has made a mistake in 
his statement of the committee's own proposition. He 
has told you that the club making the highest score is 
entitled to the trophy, and that it is to be held for the 
first term in the section where that club belongs; and 
that the club making the next highest score in the 
other section gets it at the expiration of this term. 
Gentlemen, he is mistaken. On the contrary, under 
the proposed resolution, it can go to a club in the 
other section of the country that finished tenth or 
eleventh. Is that right? Is it right to take that 
trophy and wrest it from the holder, when he is pre- 
pared to defend it, and transfer it to a club that may 
be tenth or eleventh in line, which has not a particle of 
right, equity or claim upon it ? 

What does this resolution provide ? It provides 
that if the trophy is won in a certain section it stays in 
that section until the last week of the January follow- 
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ing. What then ? The club holding it announces to 
the whole National League of clubs, " We hold it, and 
we are prepared to defend it against all comers." 
What does the resolution do ? It takes it away from 
the club without even giving it a chance to defend it. 
Is it fair, is it right, is it just to do that ? 

Now, let me make that proposition plainer. We 
will say Chicago wins the trophy at this Congress, and 
Chicago holds and defends it against all comers all 
through the first season. On the first of February 
Chicago is the holder of the trophy; being the holder, 
it cannot challenge; it must surrender. Therefore 
you compel this club to surrender the trophy without 
even giving it an opportunity practically to play for it 
again during the remainder of the year. In other 
words, you deny to the winning club the right to con- 
test for a trophy which is put before the League as a 
National Trophy to be competed for by all the clubs 
of the country. 

In this trophy contest, let the best club win and 
hold it, and be prepared to defend it against all 
comers. Why should we change the old rules? Are 
not the old rules correct ? In the old rules there was 
a provision that the club holding it at the mid-winter 
meeting should be prepared to defend the trophy 
against all comers from the other section, and if it goes 
there and wins it, why should it not be entitled to it ? 

The amendment introduced by the gentleman from 
Minneapolis, Mr. O. H. Briggs, provides that all the 
clubs in the other section, though they have had one 
opportunity at the mid-winter meeting to contest for 
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it, shall still have precedence and priority to name 
their own date when they will play for it, and compel 
the holder to play for it on that date. I think, Mr.^ 
President, if the committee's resolution is adopted, it 
will lessen the value of this trophy. I say for the 
East, and I think I voice the sentiment of nearly all 
the clubs in the East, that this trophy has done more 
to stimulate and perfect whist than anything ever in- 
troduced into the American Whist League. 

Now, Mr. President, one more suppositious case, 
and I am done. We say, and I want the gentlemen 
to think over this for a minute — we say, suppose Chi- 
cago holds this trophy on the third Saturday before 
the first day of February ; is there a club in the West 
that is going to journey to Chicago to play for the 
trophy, and take, first, the chance of defeat, and also 
the additional chance of holding it for a week only, if 
victorious? Is that right? Don't you stop the play 
the very minute you do it ? I know you will stop the 
play in my section. For myself, I will say positively 
that we could not get a team to go to Boston, for in- 
stance, to play for the trophy on the third or fourth 
Saturday before the first of February ; first, running 
the risk of being defeated, and, if successful, not being 
able to hold it for more than one play. 

I think you are putting a tax upon the courage, 
the manhood and the enterprise of the players of the 
League, and I sincerely trust that this Congress will 
not adopt the report of the committee, but that the 
amendment of the gentleman from Minneapolis will 
prevail. 
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Mr. Geo. W. Morse, of Boston : Upon one point 
I do not agree with the gentleman who has last 
spoken. His position is that if the Congress sustains 
the committee that we in the East will take much less 
interest in the trophy. I think, whatever the result 
may be upon this question, that we shall accept it and 
abide by it, and while, perhaps, we should not like the 
rules, the trophy would still have the same national 
significance to us. I hope that is the view we shall 
all take, whichever way the vote goes. 

I am opposed, however, to the report of the com- 
mittee for several reasons. There is too strong a rec- 
ognition of sections which will tend to an encourage- 
ment of sectionalism. 

My distinguished brother from Wisconsin first 
raised the question of sectionalism in committee. He 
claimed that we of the East are sectional. If this 
were so, it were a grievous fault and grievously all 
would answer it. I believe the position he assumes is 
a sectional one and ours is more national. 

What is the proposition ? It is that the sections 
shall be encouraged, not by virtue of their enterprise, 
ability or interest in this trophy, but that they shall be 
recognized by the mere fact that if one section holds 
the trophy for a given time, it shall then be given over 
to another section without play. I was absent when 
the rules were read, but I understand this to be prac- 
tically the question. 

If there is anything to be specially avoided in a 
National League, it is any form of legislation, thought 
or action which will encourage sectionalism, except by 
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reason of its enterprise, courage and game. Should 
we discourage men from Massachusetts in going to 
Wisconsin to win this trophy or men from San Fran- 
cisco from going to Chicago or Philadelphia to contend 
for the trophy which is there ? A true American loves 
his country above everything, even property and fam- 
ily, but he loves it all alike. To be a true American 
he must know his country and its people. Do you 
suppose the men from Tennessee or South Carolina 
would have ever crossed swords with the men from 
Massachusetts and Wisconsin if they had the same 
knowledge of sections and people, their thoughts and 
interests, which they now have? 

We were once sectional because we were ignorant 
of each other. Neither knew the characteristics, 
thoughts and interests of the other. We, of the Ameri- 
can Whist League, are supposed to represent the very 
best thought of the country, and I believe we do. 

When I was elected a Director of this League, a 
dinner was given the team of which I was a member, 
from the Newton Club, and at that dinner I said that 
I considered it as much of an honor to be elected a 
Director of the American Whist League as to be 
elected to congress. I say it now. I did not have 
New England in mind only ; it was a National pride. 

I am to-day in my native State, having been among 
my kindred in the East since boyhood, but I carried 
no sectional feeling from Ohio to old New England. 
Certainly, I should return with less, and when I think 
of Wisconsin, whence comes the illustrious Chair- 
man of this committee and the founder of this League, 
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my heart swells with patriotic pride, as I think of the 
old Third Wisconsin Regiment. Our banners are 
now furled and hang in the halls of the conqueror, 
but side by side they waved on many glorious fields. 
When I visit Wisconsin I stand reverently before the 
banner of that noble regiment, and none of its mem- 
bers in visiting the old Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, view with dry eyes the tattered banner of the 
Second Massachusetts by which it fought side by side 
for four long years, rent with more than four hundred 
missiles of a valiant foe. 

What an opportunity has the American Whist 
League to encourage the broad and friendly intercourse 
of Americans, stimulated by a generous but gamy 
and uncompromising rivalry for supreme excellence in 
the game which we are organized to study and play! 
There is something to me more or less revolting in 
giving up a trophy without game. It smacks of cheap- 
ness and not of high enterprise. 

We read with pride that the most intense interest 
in the game, and especially in the American game of 
Whist, the duplicate system — which every year elimi- 
nates more and more the luck of hands and reduces 
it more and more to a science — is extending to the 
remotest regions of our country, even into the mining 
camps where once other games were the favorite, in 
the loggers* camps "where rolls the Oregon," and on 
the Sierra Nevadas and into far-off Alaska as far west- 
ward of San Francisco as the latter is of Boston. 

Let us imagine four enterprising, brainy Alaskans 
who have studied the game with a view to conquest

and have invaded with daring step and high resolve 
the state of our beloved founder, or Chicago, the home 
of game and progress, or the far East, and at one or 
the other of these places have wrested the trophy, by 
their courage and game, from our noblest and our best. 
Let us imagine it so nobly won; carried back by 
those manly hands to their land of snow, and, lo ! in a 
few weeks, or months, at most, by the rule sought to 
be proclaimed, the men from the East, from the great 
Ohio and Mississippi Valley, and from the broad West 
cry, "Return the trophy to us; the rule compels it, 
for, notwithstanding our wealth and our numbers, we 
cannot invade your far-off icy regions to win it back !" 
Imagine our pride as it returns by express, and the 
satire upon their faces as they see it depart, even 
though those faces resemble uncut diamonds. Per- 
chance some of them have read Caesar, and we hear 
them exclaim, " Venif vidif vidr 

A trip half way across the continent is but about 
two days. If enterprise carries the trophy further 
from the great centers, by the rules of true game it 
will stay there, or we will go there for it. Let us not 
lower the standard of ability or enterprise. Let our 
enterprise be national and not sectional, and let the 
American Whist League not only encourage game to 
the death, so that thereby the highest results may be 
reached, but let us encourage the freest and widest 
intercourse of our members. 

I should consider that the game had received its 
highest, noblest stimulus, if this trophy be won either 
by a team so able or remote, that the best enterprise 
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and brain of all America were stimulated to wrest it 
back. 

I am opposed to the report of the committee. 

Eugene S. Elliott : The only comfort I have for 
being called sectional is the thought that the man who 
says so, has discovered the fellow who made those holes 
in the battle flag of Wisconsin. 

I don't believe that anybody here really thinks that 
anybody else here is sectional. I don't believe there 
is anybody who really thinks that anybody else de- 
sires to do damage to somebody else. I don't think 
my friend who supported Mr. Briggs' amendment in- 
tended to do any damage to anybody; and I don't be- 
lieve that he really thinks the Executive Committee 
intend to do any damage to anybody. I would like to 
have this measure thought of coolly, just as business 
men and business women think over matters of busi- 
ness. 

In the first place, all this talk about sectionalism, 
so far as the report of the committee is concerned, is 
absurd, because these rules, except as amended in this 
one place, and, I think, one other, not affecting this 
part at all, were prepared more than a year ago, and 
are simply re-enacted. The committee is not endeav- 
oring to introduce a bugbear of sectionalism here; not 
at all. You have been playing under a rule which 
says, " The Executive Committee shall annually desig- 
nate a place and a time, about the middle of the win- 
ter season, for a match for a trophy between the West 
and the East," presuming, I suppose, that we had 
sense enough to know that there is a West, and pride 
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enough to know that there always will be an East, 
and, presuming farther, that we would not hate each 
other because of those geographical facts. But, so 
that there might be no misunderstanding as to exactly 
what is meant by ** East " and what is meant by 
" West," the old rule (which we propose to re-enact,) 
provides : " For the purposes of the foregoing pro- 
visions^ the territory of the League is divided into two 
sections, the East and the West. The East shall 
comprise all territory east of the east lines of Ohio, 
Kentucky, Tennessee and Alabama. The West shall 
comprise the balance of the United States." 

My friends, if anybody gets up on the floor of this 
Congress, from this time until the President lays down 
his gavel, and says that we introduce sectionalism 
here, when we simply re-enact the old rule of two 
years ago, fire him out — in a parliamentary way. 

The fact of the matter is that all the Executive 
Committee is trying to do in this businesss is to wake 
up whist enthusiasm all over America. We say that 
it shall not be Wisconsin alone, or Illinois alone, or 
Massachusetts alone, or Maryland alone, or Pennsyl- 
vania alone, but that every one who desires to do so, 
in America, shall have the blessed privilege of playing 
for this trophy. That is what we are trying to do, and 
we feel that this measure accomplishes it. Some one 
has stated that if they were not privileged to play for 
this cup in the hands of the holder, they would feel 
as if there was a blemish cast upon their reputation. 
Is there any one here w^ho will cast aspersion upon the 
Hamilton Club ? What man can stand up and say so ? 
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When the Minneapolis Club resigned the cup and the 
Hamilton Club came to the mid-winter meeting and 
played for it, against the Chicago Club, by the arbi- 
trary appointment of the Executive Committee, and 
won it, was the Hamilton Club disgraced ? Was its 
reputation blemished because it did not have the priv- 
ilege of competing with the Minneapolis team for it ? 
It had the privilege; it could have gone to Minne- 
apolis for it ; but geography said " there are 1 500 
miles between Philadelphia and Minneapolis," and 
business said " we have not the time to expend in 
such affairs." We ask you now to do exactly what 
Minneapolis did. Throw the cup from the section 
that holds it to the other section at the mid-winter 
meeting, so as to enable all the clubs to challenge 
and play for it some time during the year. That is all 
we ask, and I sincerely hope that the amendment will 
be voted down and the report of the Executive Com- 
mittee adopted. 

Mr. Briggs, of Minneapolis: I am quite sure, 
Mr. President, that Mr. Elliott, in his reference to 
the Cardiff Giants of the Miller City, intended to 
speak very kindly of our action. But I want to say 
in reply that we did not give that cup to the Hamilton 
Club. We sent it half way, and they fought for it, 
and contested for supremacy with a good team from 
Chicago. We could not go ourselves, and so We sent 
the cup to Chicago to be contested for. I do not want 
to see that cup put on wheels to be sent around like 
an ice-wagon, but I want it anchored with the best 
club in the country. My proposition is not to make it 
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easy to win, but to make it hard. My idea is that if 
the West holds the cup, all the easy clubs of the West 
should not have the chance to come and play, but that 
the very strong teams from the East should have 
precedence. Let all the weak teams of the West 
stand back, and let the strong teams from the East 
have their chance to win by naming a date definite 
and certain when they will play. 

Mr. Clarence Brown, of Toledo: Mr. President, 
I rise for information. I desire to know what would 
be the effect under the committee's report in certain 
cases, and I can best state my proposition by an illus- 
tration. 

Suppose the Chicago team should win the A. W. 
L. Trophy at this Congress, and should hold it and 
successfully defend it until the middle of January. 
Suppose also that Minneapolis should stand ninth or 
tenth in this contest, but second among western clubs. 
If Boston comes to Chicago just prior to the mid- 
winter meeting and wins the trophy, what happens 
after the first of Feburary? 

Does not the trophy, by force of this rule, go back 
to be competed for, not by those who won it and 
should be entitled to compete for it, but by Chicago 
who has just lost it, and Minneapolis who never came 
within nine of winning it? Would it not be taken from 
the victors and returned to the vanquished? 

The President: I think the gentleman from Toledo 
correctly states the effect of the proposed rule. 
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The President then stated the question upon the 
amendment offered by Mr. Briggs. A roll call was 
demanded by the requisite number and ordered. 

The roll was then called and the Secretary reported 
that Mr. Briggs' amendment was lost by a vote of 30 
nays to 29 ayes. 

The President then declared the amendment lost. 

The committee report was then adopted. 

Mr. Mandell : The Tournament Committe desires 
instructions with regard to the distribution of prizes. 
Shall they be distributed when they are won, or shall 
we wait until to-morrow ? 

Mr. Richards : I move that the prizes be dis- 
tributed to the winners at any time after the announce- 
ment of the result of the match is made. Carried. 

Mr. Mandell : There will be a meeting of the 
Tournament Committee in the Executive Committee 
room. 

On motion the Congress adjourned. 



FRIDAY MORNING JULY 9th, 1897. 

The Congress was called to order by the President 
at II o'clock, pursuant to adjournment. 

The minutes of Thursday's proceedings were read 
and adopted. 
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The President announced that Miss Susan D. Bid- 
die, of Detroit, Mrs. Charlotte S. Ainsworth, of Toledo, 
and Mrs. Hattie Waterman, of St. Louis, were elected 
Associate Members of the League. 

Mr. Tormey : The Committee on Laws desire to 
present their report, and I will ask Mr. Weems to 
read it. 

Mr. Weems : 

Amend Law A so as to read: "Each side shall keep its 
own score, and it is the duty of the players at each table to 
compare the scores there made and see that they correspond," 
eliminating the words "In case they fail to perform this duty, 
the east and west scores are taken as correct, and the north 
and south scores made to correspond therewith." 

We also recommend to amend Law A, Section 5, so as to 
read: "In a match between two teams, the total number of 
tricks shall be divided by two, and the team whose score of 
tricks taken exceeds such dividend, wins the match by the 
number of tricks in excess thereof." 

That is simply altering the phraseology of the old law 
with a view to clearness. 

We also recommend to amend Law D, by adding the 
words: "If the trump card has been otherwise recorded, such 
record must also be turned face downward." 

The latter suggestion is favored by the majority of the 
Committee. It is the custom in many Clubs to record the 
trump on the score cards; if that is done, the score card 
should be turned down at the same time so that no player 
around the table will see what the trump is. The law will 
then read as follows: 

"(d) The trump card must be recorded before the play 
begins on a slip provided for that purpose." 

"When the deal has been played, the slip on which the 
trump card has been recorded must be placed face upwards 
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by the dealer on the top of his cards; but the trump card 
must not be again turned until the hands are taken up for 
the purpose of overplaying them, at which time it must be 
tamed and left face upwards on the tray, until it is the 
dealer's turn to play to the first tricf 

"The slip on which the trump card is recorded must be 
turned face downwards as soon as the trump card is taken 
up by the dealer; if the trump card has been otherwise re- 
corded, such record must also be then turned face downwards. 
The dealer must leave the trump card face upwards on the 
tray until it is his turn to play to the first trick, when it should 
be taken into his hand. If it is not taken into the hand until 
after the second trick has been turned and quitted, it is liable 
to be called." 

"After it has been lawfully taken up, it must not be named; 
and any player thereafter naming it, or looking at the trump 
slip, or other record of the trump, is liable to have his highest 
or lowest trump called by his right hand adversary at any 
time during the play of that deal, before such adversary has 
played to any current trick, or before the preceding trick is 
turned and quitted, in case it is the offender's turn to lead. 
The call may be repeated until the card is played, but it 
cannot be changed." 

That is the Section in full. 

Judge Elliott : May I ask for information ? Do 
these rules contain any provision for the trump slip to 
be shown to the opponents before play begins ? 

Mr. Weems : There is nothing in the law on that 
subject at present. 

Judge Elliott: Should not such a provision be 
incorporated ? 

Mr. Weems : It is quite easy to insert such a clause 
if it is the will of the Congress. 
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Judge Elliott : Some players do show the trump 
card to their opponent, but we have a well-known 
professor of the art who never does it, and who 
instructs his scholars not to do so for reasons given. 
It seems to me that such a provision should be incor- 
porated in the law. 

Mr. E. LeRoy Smith: I would like to inquire, Mr. 
President, whether it is in order to discuss the pro- 
posed amendments. 

The President : They may be discussed after the 
report has been made. In this instance a question 
has been asked, and has been answered, 

Mr. Weems : We recommend to amend Law G by 
adding an additional paragraph, as follows : 

"A player may ask his adversaries if they have any of 
the suit renounced, but the question establishes the revoke, 
if it is his partner who has renounced in error." 

Also add the following: 

Cards Liable to be Called. 

"(A) The holder of a card liable to be called, can be re- 
quired to play it only by his right hand adversary. If such 
adversary plays, without calling it, the holder may play as he 
pleases. If it is the holder's turn to lead, the card must be 
called before the preceding trick is turned and quitted, or the 
holder may lead as he pleases.'^ 

"The unseen cards of a hand, faced upon the table, are 
not liable to be called." 

Enforcing Penalties. 

"(i) A player having the right tp call a suit loses such 
right, unless he announces to the adversary first winning a 
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trick, before the trick won by such adversary is turned and 
quitted. What particular suit he desires led. 

A player has the right to remind his partner that it is 
his privilege to enforce a penalty, and also to inform him of 
the penalty he can enforce. 

A player has the right to prevent his partner from com- 
mitting any irregularity, except renouncing in error." 

The President : Shall the report be received ? 

Mr. Brown : I move that the report of the com- 
mittee be laid upon the table until to-morrow's meet- 
ing, the proposed amendments to be printed in the 
publication of to-morrow morning's Echoes in full. 

ITie President: There being no objection, it is 
so ordered. 

Mr. LeRoy Smith : It seems to me that there are 
two or three things which I would like to call to the 
attention of the Congress, in order that some changes 
might be made. I think there is a diflference between 
the committee's report and what I have been told 
would be the report. This motion to lay on the table, 
I believe, is not debatable. 

The President : The motion is to postpone con- 
sideration until to-morrow and so is debatable. 

Mr. Smith : I would simply ask permission to call 
the attention of the Congress to the following : In 
Law A it says: "Each side shall keep its own score, 
and it is the duty of the players at each table to com- 
pare the scores there made, and see that they corres- 
pond." As I understand, the rule has been in a dupli- 
cate game simply to keep the score of the North and 
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South hand — either player may keep the score ; but I 
did not understand that it was the intention of the 
committee that both sides should keep their own 
scores. 

Mr. Tormey : In answer to that I will state that 
it was the intention of the committee that each side 
must keep its own score. I do not think it right for 
any one player at the table to keep the score. Each 
side is to keep score ; the North and South shall keep 
their score, and the East and West shall keep their 
own score. Each side must keep its own score. 

Mr. Smith : Usually, when I am going to state 
anything, I do not state it very clearly. I intended to 
say that I thought it was the intention of the committee 
that only the North and South score should be kept, 
but that it might be kept by any player at the table, 
certified to by any one of his adversaries. 

Mr. Weems : Mr. President, in reply to Mr. 
Smith's question I want to state that he should bear 
in mind that the rules governing the contest for the 
A, W. L. Trophy specifically provide how the scores 
shall be kept. It was the intention of the committee 
to do away with this feature of the code which says 
that the East and West scores under certain contin- 
gencies shall govern, in case the two don't agree. 
We think, if there has been a mistake made, honesty 
requires its correction, and the law should not pre- 
vent it. 

Mr. Smith : In Law D it says : ** The dealer 
must leave the trump card face upwards on the tray " 
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* * * and there is a provision that it must not be 
named. I now give notice that to-morrow I shall move 
to amend this report by saying that " after the first 
trick has been turned and quitted, it must not be 
named." 

Mr. Tormey : That subject was brought up before 
by the same gentleman, and the Committee on Laws 
has investigated that point pretty thoroughly, and they 
recommend the law as it stands in preference to the 
resolution which the gentleman from Albany proposes 
to offer. 

On motion of Mr. Brown, the further considera- 
tion of this report was postponed until to-morrow. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : The Committee on By-Laws 
recommend the adoption of the resolution of Judge 
Elliott, which reads : 

Resolved^ That the By-Laws be, and hereby are, amended 
by striking out Article X, and by changing the number of 
Article XI to correspond therewith. 

The roll was then called and the amendment pro- 
posed by Judge Elliott was adopted, 2 1 clubs voting 
in the affirmative and i in the negative. 

Mr. Mandell : I offer the following resolution : 

Resolvedy That all amendments to the Constitution and 
By-Laws of the American Whist League, and all amend- 
ments to the Laws of Duplicate Whist adopted at this session 
of Congress go into effect immediately after the adjournment 
of the Seventh American Whist Congress. 

The President : That matter is governed by the 
By-Laws themselves. Amendments to the playing 
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laws go into effect after sixty days ; amendments to 
the By-Laws go into effect at once. 

Judge Elliott: Possibly I anticipate somewhat 
the action of the Committee on Laws. When it was 
proposed that the Judges of Appeals should be erased 
from your list of officers, it was not their intention to 
leave the functions of that office unfilled. Somebody 
must perform the duties of the Board of Appeals, and 
it was the suggestion of the Judges that that some- 
body be the President of the League. In the rules 
for the government of the American Whist League 
Trophy Contest adopted yesterday, the Judges are 
made to act in certain cases, and that should now be 
cured. I offer these suggestions to the Committee on 
Laws, so that they may bring on proper amendments 
to be incorporated in the By-Laws to take the place 
of this. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : The Committee on By-Laws 
have considered the questions suggested by Judge 
Elliott, and they have a special amendment to pro- 
pose on that subject in their report. 

Mr. Smith : I would like to ask that the report of 
the Committee on By-Laws be now presented. 

The President : I understand the Committee on 
By-Laws are now ready to report, and we will listen 
to their report. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : The Committee on By-Laws 
recommends the adoption of the following amend- 
ments : 
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Amendment of Sec. 2 of Article II. 

The substitution in Sub-division 3 of ''1897" in place 
of *'r893.'' 

Amend Sec. 3 of Art. VIII, so as to read as follows : 

**Sec. 3. At all meetings of the League, each League 
Club shall be entitled to send as many delegates as it desires, 
but each delegation shall be entitled on a roll-call to one 
vote only, which shall be cast viva voce, as directed by a ma- 
jority of the delegation present at the time when the vote is 
taken. If the vote of any club, as so cast, is challenged by 
any delegate from said club, the delegation from said club 
shall be polled. 

** No club shall be entitled to send any person as a dele- 
gate who is not a member of said club ; and no person shall, 
on roll-call, vote for more than one club.*' 

Add to Sec: 8 of Art. VIII, the following words : *'So 
far as the same is not inconsistent with any By-Law or Stand- 
ing Rule of the League.'' 

Mr. Smith : I move that the amendment of Sec- 
tion 2 of Article II, be laid on the table until we find 
whether the Duplicate Laws are changed. 

The President : If there is no objection the mo- 
tion to lay on the table will prevail. Hearing no ob- 
jection, it is so ordered. 

Dr. Neff : I move to have the other sections or 
amendments approved as read. 

Judge Elliott : Would it not be a saving of time 
to take a viva voce vote on each section, and then, for 
the adoption of the whole, have a roll-call. 

The President : If there is no objection the sug- 
gestion of Judge Elliott to have a viva voce vote on 
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each section, and a roll-call on the adoption of the 
whole, will be adopted. 

There being no objection it is so ordered. 

Dr. Neff's motion was then seconded and adopted. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : The next amendment is to 
Sec. 9 of Art. VIII, so as to read : 

*< Thirty days prior to the opening of each Congress the 
President shall appoint the following committees : 

1. A Reception Committee. 

2. A Press Committee. 

And at the opening session of each Congress the follow- 
ing: 

3. A Committee on Finance. 

4. A Committee on Nominations. 

5. A Committee on Laws. 

6. A Committee on By-Laws. 

7. A Committee on Resolutions* 

8. A Committee on Judiciary. 

The number of members of each committee shall be de- 
termined by the President. 

There shall also be appointed by each Congress a Com- 
mittee on Credentials, of which the Recording Secretary 
shall be Chairman.*' 

On motion the amendment was approved. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : 

Change Sec. 10 to Sec. 15, and substitute in place of Sec. 
10 the following: 

'' Sec. 10. No motion or resolution introduced at any 
Congress appertaining to any matter of finance shall be de- 
bated or acted upon, except by unanimous consent, until the 
same has first been referred to the Committee on Finance.*' 

On motion the amendment was approved. 
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Mr. Muhlfelder : 

** Sec. II. No proposition to amend the laws shall be de- 
bated or acted upon, except by unanimous consent, until the 
same has been referred to the Committee on Laws.'' 

On motion the amendment was approved. 

** Sec. 12. No proposition to amend the By-Laws shall 
be debated or acted upon, except by unanimous con- 
sent, until the same has been referred to the Committee on 
By-Laws." 

On motion this amendment was approved. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : 

"Sec. 13. All resolutions introduced at any Congress, 
except such as relate to finance; or to amendments to the 
By-Laws, and also except such resolutions as accompany the 
reports of committees, shall, before the same are debated or 
acted upon, be referred to the Committee on Resolutions, 
unless such reference is waived by unanimous consent." 

On motion this amendment was approved. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : 

'*Sec. 14. To the Committee on Judiciary, when ap- 
pointed, shall be referred, without debate, all the decisions 
of the President reported under the provisions of Sec. 4 of 
Art. V." 

The President : If there is no objection we will 
pass Sec. 14 for the present. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : 

Amend Art. V, Sec. 4, as follows: 

Insert at the end of first paragraph: ** He shall decide all 
questions submitted to him in writing by any member of the 
League as to the interpretation or application of any Law, By- 
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Law or Standiug Rule. His decisions shall be published in 
the official organ of the League, and reported to the next suc- 
ceeding Congress for its consideration and action." 

On motion, this amendment was approved. 
On motion, Sec. 14 was approved. 

Mr. Muhlfelder: 

Amend Sec. 3, Art. II, by adding at the end thereof the 
words: ''Provided that the aggregate active membership of 
the League be limited to 175." 

On motion this amendment was approved. 

Mr. Muhlfelder: 

Amend Sec. 4, Art. II, by adding to the end of the first 
paragraph thereof the words: "The aggregate number of 
Associate Members shall not exceed 35." 

Mr. Smith: 

I move to amend the proposed amendment by 
striking out the figure 35 and substituting in the place 
thereof " 40.'' 

On motion, the amendment as proposed by Mr. 
Smith was adopted, and the recommendation of the 
committee as amended was adopted. 

The President: The action now comes on the 
recommendation of the committee on the whole. 
Those delegations in favor of adopting the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on By-Laws will, as their 
names are called, answer Aye, those opposed. No. 
The secretary will call the roll. 
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The President: The amendments are adopted, 29 
clubs voting in the affirmative and none in the nega- 
tive. 

On motion the Congress adjourned to Saturday 
morning at 1 1 o'clock. 



SATURDAY MORNING, JULY 10th, 1897, 

The Congress was called to order by the Presi- 
dent at 1 1 o'clock. 

The minutes of the meeting of Friday, July 9th, 
were read and approved. 

The Committee on Finance presented its report 
as follows : 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 

To the President and Executive Committee^ American Whist 
League : 

Gentlemen — The Committee on Finance have the honor 
of reporting that they have carefully examined the books, 
accounts and vouchers of the Treasurer for the year ending 
July 5, 1897, and find them to reconcile in all particulars with 
the statement made by him to this Congress. 

It is not inopportune to congratulate the American Whist 
League upon having for its Treasurer one whose duties, made 
up of infinite detail, have been so well performed. 

The committee would also thank the Treasurer for his

Judge Elliott : I desire to state that two of our 
old-time officers, who have served the League faith- 
fully, agreeably and well, have refused, for personal 
reasons, re-election. I refer to the past Recording 
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Secretary, Bertram D. Kribben, and past Corre- 
sponding Secretary, Robert H. Weems, both of whom 
have declined re-nomination. 

The President : It has been usually the custom to 
direct the Secretary, or the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Nominations, to cast the ballot, if there are no 
counter-nominations. 

Mr. Smith : I move, if there are no objections, 
that the Secretary cast one ballot in behalf of the Con- 
gress for the nominations as made. 

The President : There being no objection, the 
Secretary is instructed to cast a ballot for the nomi- 
nees. 

The Secretary has cast the ballot, and I hereby de- 
clare the nominees elected for the ensuing year; and 
I appoint Dr. Neff, of Philadelphia, and Mr. Chute, 
of Worcester, to conduct the President-elect to the 
Chair. 

Mr. Barney: It gives me great pleasure, Mr. 
Mandell, to welcome you as the President of the 
American Whist League, and I sincerely trust that 
you may receive as President, the same kindly treat- 
ment and cordial support from all the members of the 
League, that has been accorded to me during my in- 
cumbency of that office. I feel sure you will receive 
it, and I know that you will deserve it. 

Permit me to place upon you the insignia of your 
rank, the King. Diamonds are now trumps. Long 
live the King ! 
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President Mandell then took the chair, and spoke 
as follows ; 

Delegates of the American Whist League y Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I do not want to make a long speech; in fact, I do not 
know that I can make one, and, as it is so warm, I hardly 
think you would care to listen to one. But I must thank you, 
and tell you that I appreciate, more than words can express, 
the honor which you have conferred upon me in promoting 
me to the Presidency of the American Whist League. 

The men who have preceded me in that office are of such 
high character, sterling ability, and single-hearted devoted- 
ness to the interests of the League, that I hesitated long be- 
fore I accepted the high office of President, and I should not 
have accepted were it not for the fact that I hoped to receive, 
and I feel assured that I will receive, your hearty co-operatiorf 
in all our work. 

Gentlemen, I thank you again for the honor which you 
have conferred upon me. 

What is the pleasure of the Congress ? 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse, of Boston : Mr. President, 
when the founder of this League wound his horn on 
the shores of the Great Lakes, like that of Roland at 
Roncevalles, it woke the echoes of prophecy and of 
history yet to be. It summoned from the Gulf, the 
gentle, courteous and scholarly Trist, the father of the 
American game ; it brought from the Pacific, a patient, 
faithful and arduous worker, and many others from the 
Great Lakes to the Gulf, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and it occurs to me that if the founders of the 
games of the Isthmus and others of classical antiquity 
have so long lived in history — ^why should not the 
name of the founder of this League and his paladins 
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likewise endure? But of all who responded to the call, 
I personally know that none have rendered better 
or more enduring service than the descendant of the 
stern Puritan from Rhode Island — that Commonwealth 
founded by the prophet whom Massachusetts stoned. 
It has been my fortune to be nearer to him and see 
more of his work, both as Secretary, during the earlier 
struggles of the new organization and as President, 
since we have approached nearer the fruition of our 
hopes and ambitions. 

Rhode Island, through his work and influence, by 
her legislature, gives us the special charter under 
which we organized and exist, and, next to Wisconsin, 
in whose legislature is reposed no such constitutional 
power, a ready acclaim was given to Brother Barney 
and his state by reason of the pioneer work which he 
had done. I doubt if many of sufficient ability could 
have been found in America to have done this work, 
even for pay. It is certainly always fitting to acknowl- 
edge appreciation of such services, but in this case it 
is peculiarly a pleasure. That this acknowledgment 
is in the heart of all, the retiring President will not 
doubt, but I think that it should be made manifest by 
some memento of an enduring form — one to which in 
retrospective moments he may look, and, as he thinks 
of his pioneer days in the American Whist League, 
and his years in office, will inspire him to say with 
the poet : 

' • Still o'er these scenes my mem'ry wakes 

And fondly broods with miser care, 
Time but the impression deeper makes 

As streams their channels deeper wear. 
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I therefore move, Mr. President, that the American 
Whist League bestow upon Walter H. Barney, the 
retiring President, either a new gavel with a golden 
tablet suitably inscribed, or that the gavel which he 
has used in office be so decorated and inscribed, and 
that the Treasurer of this League be authorized to 
carry this resolution into effect. 

Eugene S. Elliott: It is with infinite pleasure 
that I arise to second the motion of my friend from 
Massachusetts. 

I know that there is not a man in America to 
whom the American Whist League, and all its mem- 
bers, owe a larger debt of gratitude than they do to 
Walter H. Barney. Every one who has been in at- 
tendance at this session of the Seventh American 
Whist Congress must bear witness to the fact that his 
administration, while firm, has been kind and cour- 
teous; that to his ability, his genius and his careful 
management we ©we the success of one of the best 
sessions that the American Whist League has ever had. 

It gives me great and particular pleasure to wel- 
come my old friend and co-worker into the society of 
those who now perch upon the shelf; but I know I 
voice your sentiments, as I do my own, when I say, 
I hope the day will be far distant when the American 
Whist League will miss the genial presence and active 
public-spirited efforts of Walter H. Barney. 

The President : Gentlemen, you have heard the 
resolution. AH those in favor of the adoption of the 
resolution will please say aye. 
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It gives me great pleasure to announce that the 
resolution is unanimously adopted. 

On invitation of the President, the Vice President 
took the chair. 

Mr Bouve, Chairman of the Committee on Reso- 
lutions : I move that a vote of thanks be tendered 
to Mr. Henry A. Mandell, Chairman of the Tourna- 
ment Committee, whose charming personality we all 
admire, for his untiring and devoted labors both 
before and at this Congress. 

The motion being put, the Vice President declared 
it carried unanimously. • 

Mr. Bouve: I move that the thanks of this Con- 
gress be tendered to The Wayne Whist Club, The 
Toledo Whist Club, and The Toledo Yachting Asso- 
ciation for the courteous and kind consideration shown 
the visiting members and their families to this Seventh 
Whist Congress. 

The motion being put, the Vice President declared 
it carried unanimously. 

Mr Bouve: I move that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to Col. S. E. Pittman of the Wayne Whist 
Club for his labors as Chairman of the Reception 
Committee. 

The motion being put, the Vice President declared 
it carried unanimously. 

Mr. Bouve: I move that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to L. G. Parker, Chairman of the Adminis- 
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tration Bureau, whose patience and courtesy have 
been constant sources of wonder and admiration 
to all 

The motion being put, the Vice President declared 
it carried unanimously. 

The President here resumed the chair. 

Mr. Whelan : I think Mr. Parker should be 
sent for and given a testimonial before the Congress. 
We have all had the pleasure of sea bathing here ; 
and we have enjoyed a great many privileges and ad- 
vantages due entirely to Mr. Parker's influence and 
zeal. Every one of us arrived here in this most awful 
heat, and there is not a man among us who will not 
acknowledge that he was received kindly and cordially. 
Gentlemen, it was simply a marvel. I have never seen 
a greater exhibition of skill and patience. I think his 
administration has been one commanding the admira- 
tion of every one, showing a wonderful executive 
ability, and I don't think there is a single gentleman in 
this Congress who won't agree with me in that. 

The Chair appointed Mr. Whelan as a Committee 
of one to bring Mr. Parker before the Congress. 

Mr. Parker was escorted to the side of the Presi- 
dent. 

The President : It gives me the greatest pleasure 
to announce to you that this Congress has passed a 
resolution thanking you for your very successful com- 
pletion of your very arduous labors. It gives me very 
great pleasure, personally, to add my vote of thanks ; 
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and, if you will permit me, will now pin upon you the 
badge of the office to which you have just been elected, 
namely, Corresponding Secretary. 

Gentlemen, I have the pleasure of introducing to 
you Mr. Parker. 

Mr. Parker: Mr. President, Ladies and Dele- 
gates : Some of you are probably aware of the fact 
that the Bureau has had two or three things to do, and 
therefore, is not prepared to make a speech. I appre- 
ciate the honor that has been conferred upon me, and 
I trust that I shall be able to perform the duties which 
have been assigned to me. I thank you. [Cheers.] 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse, of Boston : As President of 
the New England Whist Association, I have a pleasant 
duty to perform. At our last annual convention it was 
voted that we invite the American Whist League to 
hold its next Congress at or near Boston. 

The duty of fixing the time and place of the Con- 
gress rests ultimately with the Executive Committee, 
but that committee has heretofore preferred to have 
an expression from the Congress. I therefore bring 
the matter to the attention of this Congress of the 
American Whist League, with a view of thus aiding 
the Executive Committee in choosing the place of its 
next meeting, and I am sure that the Executive Com- 
mittee will take great pleasure in following the instruc- 
tions or even the wishes intimated by this body. 

The representatives from New England have 
decided it best to make the invitation broad so as to 
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give a wide latitude and to invite you to New England 
without at this time specifying the exact locality. 

We may decide upon Rhode Island, and there you 
may enjoy the ancient domain of Massasoit and King 
Philip, colonized and civilized by the enlightened exiles 
from Massachusetts, Ann Hutchinson and Roger Wil- 
liams and their followers, its bright waters encircling it 
as with a regal diadem. 

It is a fact that Rhode Island's world- renowned 
clams are largely sent to Boston for its cafes, clubs and 
hotels, but through the influence of Brother Barney, 
enough good ones may still be retained for the Amer- 
ican Whist League by the shores of the Narragansett. 

The summer girl of Newport may entice you if, by 
some Aladdin's process, she can construct j'ou a hotel 
large enough, or, if you can endure such a nearness to 
Boston without being there, Narragansett Pier may 
show you how cold she can be in summer with the 
wind east, and how hot she can be with it in the wrong 
quarter. 

Our White Mountains of the North contain shady 
valleys, lakes and streams, lovely as a dream of the 
fairyland, with commodious accommodations — but, ah, 
Boston ! Boston, with her adjacent seaside resorts, 
holds high the golden talisman of invitation, bounty 
and hospitality. 

The descendant of New England, journeying from 
the far West, intensified by remoteness and by inter- 
vening generations of absence, has seen in vision his- 
toric Massachusetts and Boston, and has dreamt 
dreams of consecrated spots sometimes neglected or 
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overlooked by her own children. Our parents and 
grandparents discussed these by their Western log 
fires, and we imbibed their traditions at our mothers' 
breasts. I felt it when in early youth I came from 
Ohio to visit my kinsmen in Massachusetts. 

Let us ascend the gilded dome of our Capitol on 
Beacon Hill and look at a few of these spots. Almost 
at our feet we see the Old South Church, where still 
in imagination Sam Adams calls the Sons of Liberty 
to duty. And there is the Old State House, where, 
with electric eloquence, James Otis and other tribunes 
of the people once called a continent to its feet. 

Yonder is old Faneuil Hall, the cradle of a liberty 
which is ever-abiding and will ever abide. 

Farther on is the old North Church, where Paul 
Revere's lantern lit the land to independence. 

On the blue waters of the adjacent bay the scarlet 
troops of Percy and of Howe glittered in the sunshine 
of a century and a quarter ago. " And lo ! memorial 
of a battle lost and a nation won, stands the tall, mel- 
ancholy shaft on Bunker Hill, rising and rising 'till it 
meets the sun in its coming, gilded by the earliest 
beams of dawn and the last ravs of declining day lin- 
gering and playing upon its summit." 

As we look to the north we see the spires of his- 
toric and cultured Harvard College, which needs no 
eulogy, and in surrounding villas lived and died Long- 
fellow, Lowell, Holmes, and many others of that grand 
galaxy which have given fame to Boston and to Amer- 
ica — ^great thinkers and sweet singers, who have long 
sat and who will ever sit at our firesides. 
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Still further to the north, by broad avenues and 
green fields, we may see the spires overlooking Lex- 
ington Green and Concord Bridge, and, as you make 
pilgrimage to ,these historic spots, you may visit the 
shrines of Emerson, Hawthorne and Thoreau, of Al- 
cott and his accomplished daughter Louisa, and you 
may in one brief sojourn imbibe the essence of Con- 
cord philosophy, which was, as I interpret it, that 
above all religion, above all creed, above bayonet and 
above throne, is manhood and womanhood. 

As we look to the south we can almost hear the 
waves which break upon the sands and rocks of old 
Plymouth, and wherever the Congress may be held, 
you will make a pilgrimage to these spots and burn in- 
cense there. 

It is with pride of section as well as with love of 
country, that in the name of your brethren in the East, 
we extend to you for your next Congress the arms of 
invitation and hospitality. 

Eugene S. Elliott . It is related that a Yankee 
captain, arriving in the harbor of one of the South 
American States, just as that state was undergoing 
one of its customary Arthquakes, as he landed ex- 
claimed: ''Fear not earth, tremble not, I shall not 
hurt you.'* 

This type of the universal Yankee nation, is recog- 
nized all over the world, and not only recognized but 
esteemed as the type of the best grade of American 
manhood. 

I have often thought that the Pilgrim Fathers, who, 
no doubt, were very estimable gentlemen, would have 
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been still more estimable if they had been born in this 
country, in New England for instance, instead of com- 
ing here as foreigners. But that, probably, would 
have been an afterthought. 

We know the Yankee. We know he is tenacious 
of his opinion ; but then, we must also admit that he 
is generally right. We know that he will drive the 
sharpest kind of a bargain, but then, we must confess 
that he is unusually generous with the results. 

If he sands our sugar and feeds us on wooden 
nutmegs, he makes amends by treating us to shad and 
blue fish and delicious clam chowder. 

If we go to Boston, we shall have the privilege of 
looking out from our hotel windows upon cemeteries 
where generations of cranks lie buried, but they were 
cranks who led the world in their times, and there are 
enough left to welcome us with most generous hospi- 
tality to the livest kind of whist. 

I move that we accept the invitation of the gentle- 
man from Boston. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. Bouve: I move that the thanks of this Con- 
gress be tendered to the management of the Hotel 
Victory for the magnificent rooms given us for play 
and their efforts to make everything pleasant for the 
delegates. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared car- 
ried unanimously. 
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Mr. Bouve: I move that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to Mr. Tracy Barnes for his labors in edit- 
ing and publishing Echoes^ a newspaper that would 
put to blush many of its metropolitan brothers. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared 
carried unanimously. 

Mr. Bouve: I move that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to all the members of the Tournament Com- 
mittee for their courteous attitude towards the players 
and their unselfish efforts in behalf of those com- 
peting. 

The President invited the Vice-President to take 
the chair. 

The Vice-President put the motion, and declared it 
carried unanimously. 

The President resumed the chair. 

Mr. Barney : There is one resolution, which has 
not been forgotten, but which, at my request, was left 
for me to offer. 

I think, as much as we may say with respect to our 
success being due to all the members of the Tourna- 
ment Committee, there is one who deserves special 
mention in a resolution especially relating to him, not 
only for his efficient work, energy and zeal at this 
Congress, but at least two or three of its predeces- 
sors. In each case a very large portion of our suc- 
cess has been due to the untiring efforts of Mr. P. 
J. ToRMEY, of San Francisco. There has been placed 
upon him a most arduous and burdensome task, that of 
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managing the general round-about contests. No one 
can have an idea of the amount of labor and patience 
required for a successful conduct of such a match. 

I therefore move that the thanks of this Congress 
be given to Mr. P. J. Tormey, of San Francisco, for 
his untiring efforts in the conduct of these general 
matches. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared car- 
ried unanimously. 

There being loud and prolonged calls for Mr. 
Tormey, he responded as follows : 

Mr. Tormey : Gentlemen, I have been talking so 
much in this room for the past week that I thought 
almost every one here would be tired of listening to 
me. The fact, however, is that I cannot express my 
feelings. A resolution of that kind is enough to touch 
the heartstrings of anybody. I simply tried to do 
my duty. That is all. I thank you. 

The President : I am informed by the Secretary 
that there is a report of the Committee on Laws on 
the table. What is your pleasure with regard to the 
report of that committee ? 

On motion of Mr. Barney, duly seconded, the re- 
port of the Committee on Laws was taken from the 
table for consideration. 

Mr. Tormey: After due consideration, the Com- 
mittee on Laws present their report ; but there were 
one or two little points, which we were going to sug- 
gest, about which there will be some argument. I

would, therefore, suggest that we might consider a por- 
tion of this report now, and leave the rest until Mr. 
Weems returns. 

Mr. Barney : I move that the Chairman of the 
Committee on Laws be allowed to present his report 
as he thinks best. 

The President: Is there any objection to such 
action being taken ? There being no objection, it is 
so ordered. 

Mr. Tormey : We will drop, then, the section 
entitled " Enforcing Penalties. * A player having the 
right to call a suit, loses such right, unless he announces 
to the adversary first winning a trick, before the trick 
won by him is turned and quitted, what particular suit 
he desires led.' " 

Mr. Weems: The Committee on Laws have 
changed their report of yesterday ; and, under the title 
of " Enforced Penalties," recommend the following : 

'* A player having the right to call a suit, will lose such 
right unless he gives notice of his intention to do so before 
the trick is turned and quitted. 

** No penalty can be exacted when a player has been 
reminded by his partner to enforce it, except in case of a 
revoke. 

"A player, however, has the right to prevent his partner 
from committing any irregularity, except when renouncing in 
error. ' ' 

Mr. Whelan : I move that we consider these 
rules as a Committee of the Whole. 

The motion being put to vote, it was carried.

The President invited Mr. Whelan to take the 
chair. 

Mr. Whelan took the chair. 

Mr. Weems: Mr. Chairman, we have also 
changed slightly the article under the head of " Cards 
Liable to be Called," and it reads as follows : 

'* Only the right hand adversary can call an exposed card. 
If he plays without calling it, the player having the exposed 
card can play as he pleases. Should the latter get the lead, 
the exposed card can only be called before the trick is turned 
and quitted. The unseen cards of a hand faced upon the 
table are not liable to be called.'' 

Mr. Smith : I would like to ask if that should not 
read, " Should the latter get the lead, the exposed 
card can only be called before the next preceding trick 
is turned and quitted ? '' 

Mr. Weems : If it is the holder's turn to lead, the 
exposed card must be called before the trick is turned 
and quitted, which, certainly, has reference to the trick 
immediately preceding. 

. The Chairman : The gentleman wishes to add 
the words " next preceding;" if there is no objection it 
is so ordered. 

Mr. Richards : I would like to ask if there is not 
a little ambiguity in this clause : " A player having 
tlie right to call a suit will lose such right unless he 
gives notice of his intention to do so before the next 
preceding trick is turned and quitted." It does not 
distinguish between the adversaries or the trick after 
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which the penalty shall be exacted. . The penalty may 
have been incurred in the first or second trick, and it 
may not be enforced until the seventh or eighth. 

The Chairman : I would state for the information 
of the gentleman -from Iowa, that it refers to the adver- 
sary first winning a trick: a trick must be won after 
the offence has been committed. The offence having 
been committed, the rule says, " A player having the 
right to call a suit," etc. He has no right to call a 
suit until after the offence has been committed. I 
think, if the gentleman will read it over carefully, he 
will find it clear. 

Mr. Weems : Here is another part of the same 
clause : " A player has the right to remind his part- 
ner that it is his privilege to enforce a penalty; and 
also to remind him of the penalty he can enforce. A 
player, however, has the right to prevent his partner 
from committing any irregularity, except when re- 
nouncing in error." 

Mr. Richards : I rise for information as to the 
meaning of the latter part of that clause. " A player, 
however, has the right to prevent his partner from 
committing any irregularity, except when renouncing 
in error." 

The point which has occured to me is this : Sup- 
pose my partner plays to the trick, and I am very cer- 
tain that he is renouncing, do I not, simply by refusing 
to turn my card, violate this rule, by preventing him, 
by that act, from renouncing in error, and if so, I shall 
be opposed to that rule. 
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The Chairman : Will the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee explain this ? 

Mr. Weems : Mr, Richards has just raised a ques- 
tion which may lead to endless debate. If he wants 
it discussed, it may as well be discussed now as at any 
other time. 

Mr. Richards : I simply want to know whether 
that was the idea, that a partner should not be per- 
mitted to leave his card face upwards, and refuse to 
turn his trick, for the purpose of calling the attention 
of his partner to the fact that he is renouncing in error. 

Mr. Weems : I repeat what I stated before. You 
will find it discussed in the columns of Whist, and it is 
a question which I for one do not care to go into now. 
It was in the minds of the Committee on Laws to give 
a player in Duplicate Whist the right to prevent his 
partner from committing any error, but it was chiefly 
for the purpose of preventing a man from leading out 
of turn. There are certain things which cannot be 
cured or remedied by legislation. As to how long 
you may leave your card face up on the table, when 
you think your partner is renouncing, is a question 
which you must decide for yourself. I don't think we 
can frame any laws to meet every possible incident 
which may occur at the whist table. 

Mr. Richards : I do not wish to take up the time 
of this Congress, but I would like the views of the 
committee on the subject, whether a partner, leaving 
his card exposed or face up, for the purpose of pre- 
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venting his partners renouncing in error, is not a viola- 
tion of this rule ? 

Mr. Tokmey : I will state that I do not think that 
that is a question for the committee to talk about. 
All that I can say is, that if I was playing at a table in 
a match, and the occurrence happened which Brother 
Richards supposes, I would be induced to sit there a 
week, so that he might notice that he had renounced. 
I might not say anything, but I should give him the 
opportunity to correct his error. And I think that is 
just as proper as to go to sleep at the table. 

The Chairman : Are there any other amendments 
that you desire to propose ? 

Mr. Barney : There is another amendment which 
Mr. Smith, of Albany, desired me to present, in case 
he was absent. 

He desires me to propose an amendment to 
Law (d) by providing that the trump slip may remain 
face upwards until after the first trick has been turned 
and quitted. 

As the law now stands, it is the same in Duplicate 
Whist as in Straight Whist. When taken into his 
hand, the slip must be turned down, and the trump 
card cannot be named. 

Mr. Smith desires that the time for allowing it to 
be named shall be extended until after the first trick 
is turned and quitted ; and in his behalf I move to 
amend this section so as to read : 

*'The trump card must be recorded before the play be- 
gins, on a slip provided for that purpose. When the deal has 
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been played, the slip on which the trump card has been re- 
corded must be placed face upwards by the dealer on the top 
of his cards ; but the trump card must not be again turned 
until the hands are taken up for the purpose of overplaying. 
The slip on which the trump card is recorded must be turned 
face downward as soon as the first trick is turned and quitted. 
If the trump card has been otherwise recorded, such record 
must also^e then turned face downwards. The dealer must 
leave the trump card face upwards on the traj^, until he has 
played to the first trick, when it shall be taken into his hand. 
If it is left on the tray until after the second trick has been 
turned and quitted, it is liable to be called.'' 

I move the adoption of this law as thus amended, 
which motion was duly seconded. 

The Chairman : You have heard the amendments 
as proposed by Mr. Barney on behalf of Mr. Smith. 
Are there any remarks ? 

Mr. Weems : As a member of the committee, I 
am very much opposed to that change in the laws, 
and I hope Mr. Smith's motion will not prevail, and 
the reason for it is stated in the report of the Com- 
mittee on Laws, to the effect that the committee have 
come to the conclusion not to change a line, or even 
a punctuation mark of the Code of Laws which was 
adopted in the Chicago Congress of 1893. But very 
many suggestions have been adopted by us, and put 
into the Code of Duplicate Whist. Now the commit- 
tee have had clearly in mind the conforming the Laws 
of Duplicate Whist as closely as possible to the regu- 
lar code ; and in that regular code it is expressly pro- 
vided that the dealer can take the trump card into his 
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hand when he is ready to play to the first trick. But 
if it is left on the table until the second trick, it is lia- 
ble to be called. 

Our amendment conforms exactly with the code ; 
and if we make any changes, it is liable to create con- 
fusion. The card lies on the tray or the table, and 
everybody may see it ; if they don't, it is their own 
fault. In iny opinion, it is an effort to incorporate into 
the laws some provision to cover some peculiarity of 
certain players. 

The proposed amendment by Mr. Barney being 
put to vote, the chairman declared it lost. 

Mr. Weems : I will read the law as it has been 

re-drafted by the committee since yesterday. It is as 

follows : 

The Trump Card. 

(d) The trump card must be recorded before the play 
begins on a slip provided for that purpose. When the deal 
has been played, the slip on which the trump card has been 
recorded must be placed face upwards by the dealer on the top 
of his cards, but the trump card must not be again turned until 
the hands are taken up for the purpose of overplaying them, at 
which time it must be turned and left face upwards on the tray 
until it is the dealer's turn to play to the first trick. The slip 
on which the trump card is recorded must be turned face 
downwards as soon as the trump card is taken up by the 
dealer; if the trump card has been otherwise recorded, such 
record must also be then turned face downwards. 

The dealer must leave the trump card face upwards on 
the tray until it is his turn to play to the first trick, when it 
should be taken into his hand. If it is not taken into the hand 
until after the second trick has been turned and quitted, it is 
liable to be called. 
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After it has been lawfully taken up it must not be named, 
and any player thereafter naming it, or looking at the trump 
slip or other record of the trump, is liable to have his highest 
or lowest trump called by his right hand adversary at any time 
during the play of that deal, before such adversary has played 
to any current trick, or before the preceding trick is turned 
and quitted, in case it is the offender's turn to lead. The call 
may be repeated until the card is played, but it can not be 
changed. 

Mr. Weems : The committee have also another 
suggestion to make, which they have adopted as an 
addition to Law (^), which I will read : " In the over- 
play of a deal, if a trump is turned, other than that 
recorded on the trump slip, in a game of three or more 
tables, the player at fault shall be given the low score 
for that deal ; and in single or two table duplicate, 
there must be a new deal." 

The Chairman : Do I understand that these addi- 
tions shall be considered as supplementary to the re- 
port of the committee, or shall we consider them as 
amendments ? 

Mr. Barney : I move that the report of the Com- 
mittee on Laws be accepted as amended. 

The motion being seconded and put to vote, the 
Chairman declared the report of the Committee on 
Laws adopted as amended. 

On motion of Mr. Barney, the committee then 
arose to report to the Congress. 

The President here resumed the chair. 
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Mr. Whelan : Mr. President, as chairman of the 
committee I desire to report to the Congress the 
amendments proposed which have been adopted in 
the Committee of the Whole, and I move the adoption 
of the report as amended. 

The motion being seconded, the roll was called. 
The President declared the Report of the Committee 
on Laws, as amended, adopted, thirty-six clubs voting 
in the affirmative and none in the negative. 

Mr, Weems : As chairman of the Card Commit- 
tee, I beg to announce that Mr. Clarence A. Hen- 
RiQUES of New York, and Mr. Thomas Whelan of 
Baltimore, did most of the work of this committee. 
They advised, or gave notice to the manufacturers of 
cards in America, to submit sealed bids at which they 
would furnish cards to the League, and after the bids 
were opened they selected the cards which have been 
in use at this Congress. They are made by Andrew 
Dougherty of New York. He proposes to furnish 
those cards at regular list prices — $24 and $40 per 
gross. They are of the same grade exactly as the 
"Tally-Ho" and "Climax" cards, and sell at the same 
prices. He proposes to pay to the League a royalty 
of fifty cents per gross on the lower priced cards, and 
one dollar per gross on the higher price; and he also 
intends to make those cards what are technically 
known as " Leaders." Whenever or wherever he sells 
a gross of these cards he will give the League the 
above rebates. This will bring to the League quite a 
revenue. He has informed me privately that the qual- 
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ity of the material of the $2^ cards is precisely the 
same as the quality which he puts in his $40 cards, 
and the quality of the $40 card is equal to his $72 
cards, which are the very best in the world. We have 
seen the cards; they have been used during this Con- 
gress, and they are certainly the finest we have ever 
used; and, inasmuch as they are cheaper than any 
other cards of equal quality, we would recommend 
their use. 

I understand that there is a movement on foot to 
place a tax upon them, and, of course, if there is, our 
prices will vary according to it. That is only fair to 
the manufacturer. I sincerely hope that all the clubs 
in the League will use these cards, as that will enrich 
the treasury of the League. 

The President : This committee was a committee 
of the Executive Committee, but we thought it wise 
that its action should be brought to the attention of the 
Congress. No action of the Congress is necessary, 
however. 

The Chairman of the Tournament Committee 
desires to report to the Congress that in the third 
match for Progressive Fours a mistake was made, in 
that a wrong trump card was declared, and the Tour- 
nament Committee reported to the Executive Com- 
mittee for instructions. 

The Executive Committee has instructed the Tour- 
nament Committee that it would be proper under the 
circumstances that the four making the mistake should 
suffer some penalty ; and the Tournament Committee 
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have penalized the parties in fault by giving them the 
lowest score made on that hand. The four, it happened 
most unfortunately, were highest ; and by inflicting the 
penalty, it has caused them to lose one of the matches, 
and it changes the announcement of the Tournament 
Committee in respect to that match. That match was 
won by the team from Greater New York ; the team 
that made the error standing second. 

The following resolution was then offered : 

Resolved^ That the recommendation of Ex-President 
Barney, with regard to the establishment of a Bureau of Ex- 
periment be referred to the Executive Committee to report 
thereon at the next Congress. 

The President put the resolution to a vote and 
declared it adopted. 

The Secretary moved to take the report of the 
Committee of By-Laws from the table. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared 
carried. 

Mr. Barney : I think the only matter that was left 
open in that report was the matter of changing the 
reference to the year in which Duplicate Laws were 
adopted, so that they would conform to the action of 
this Congress. 

Mr. Muhlfelder : My recollection is that even 
that was done yesterday. 

Mr. Barney : All other matters were taken up 
and adopted. I move that the recommendations of 
the Committee on By-Laws be adopted. 
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The roll was called and the Chair announced that 
thirty-five clubs had voted, all in the affirmative, and 
he therefore declared the amendment to the By-Laws 
adopted. 

Mr. Barney: It seems to me, after all the atten- 
tion which has been given by the committee in revis- 
ing the Duplicate Whist Code, we are now getting the 
Duplicate Laws in such form that the idea could prop- 
erly be carried out of having a complete code ; and it 
is therefore I move you that the Chair appoint a com- 
mittee to act during the recess between the Congresses, 
to report at the mid-winter meeting of the Executive 
Committee, and their report, as approved by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee, to be published in Whist, so that 
action may be taken on such report at the next Con- 
gress of the League. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared 
carried. 

The Tournament Committee announced that Mr. 
Tormey would act as General Umpire in the finals of 
the contest in the afternoon and evening for the Hamil- 
ton Trophy, and the A. W. L. Challenge Trophy. 
The contests to begin at 2 o'clock p. m., or as soon 
thereafter as possible. 

Are there any other committees ready to report ? 

Mr. Bouve : I ask that the Committee on Systems 
of Play be continued and requested to make a com- 
plete report at the mid-winter meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee. 
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The President : The Chair will state for the infor- 
mation of the gentleman that that is a Committee of 
the Congress, and not a committee of the Executive 
Committee ; and, if it fails to report, the present Con- 
gress can either appoint a new committee, or direct 
it to report to the Eighth Congress. What is the 
pleasure of the Congress ? 

Mr. Schwab : I move that the Committee on 
Systems of Play be continued, and allowed to report 
at the Eighth Congress. 

Mr. Barney: I object to the suggestion that they 
be allowed to report to the Eighth Congress. I don't 
think it wise to defer action on the part of that com- 
mittee until the Congress assembles again. 

I move to amend the motion by making it read 
that the Committee on Systems of Play be continued 
and directed to report to the Executive Committee at 
its mid-winter meeting, and afterwards to the next 
Congress. 

The amendment being put to vote, it was declared 
carried. 

The original motion, as amended, was then put to 
vote, and declared carried. 

The President : I desire to announce that I am a 
member of that Committee on Systems of Play, and, 
as President of the League, I would be ex-officio a 
member of that committee. I therefore resign my 
position on that committee. What is the pleasure of 
the Congress with regard to filling the vacancy?

Gen'l Heath : I move that the President fill the 
vacancy now existing, and that he also fill all future 
vacancies, if any shall occur. 

The motion being put to vote, it was declared 
carried.

AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN WHIST LEAGUE. 

It is enacted hy the General Assembly as follows: 

Section I. Eugene S. Elliott, John M. Walton, Theodore 
Schwarz, Walter H. Barney, Robert H. Weems, Benjamin L. Rich- 
ards, John H. Briggs, Henry A. Mandell, E. Leroy Smith, P. J. 
Tormey, Charles E. Coffin, Charles D. P. Hamilton, Alfred G. Safford, 
Nicholas B. Trist, George H. Fish, Bertram D. Kribben, George W. 
Morse, and Edward H. Shepard, their associates and successors are 
hereby created a corporation by the name of the American Whist 
League, for the encouragement and promotion of the study and play 
of Whist, and for other literary, educational and social purposes con- 
nected therewith or incident thereto, with all the powers and privi- 
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leges, and subject to all duties and liabilities set forth in Chapter 152 
of the Public Statutes, and in any acts in amendment thereof or in 
addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. Voluntary associations, or clubs incorporated under the 
laws of the United States, or under the laws of any State or territory, 
may be admitted as members of said corporation. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may have offices in any part of the 
United States, and the officers and directors of said corporation may 
be chosen without regard to their place of residence. Said corporation 
shall, however, by writing filed in the office of the Secretary of State, 
designate some person resident within this state as its agent, upon 
whom service of legal process may be made with the same force and 
effect as though served upon the Treasurer of said corporation. 

Sec. 4. Said corporation may take, hold, transmit, and convey 
real and personal estate to an amount not exceeding two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 

5. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

It is enacted ftp the General Assembly as follows: 

Section i. Section 2 of an act entitled "An Act to Incorporate 
the American Whist League/' passed at the January Session, A. D. 
1895, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Sec. 2. Voluntary associations and clubs incorporated under the 
laws of the United States, or under the laws of any State or Territory 
therein, or under the laws of any foreign country, may be admitted as 
members of said corporation. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take efiFect from and after its passage.

ARTICLE I. 

NAME, OBJECT, DEVICE AND SEAL. 

Section i. The corporate name of this organization is the 
"American Whist League." 

Sec. 2. The object of this organization is the encouragement 
and promotion of the study and play of Whist, and such other literary, 
educational and social purposes as are connected therewith, or incident 
thereto, as provided in an act entitled "An Act to Incorporate the 
American Whist League," enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Rhode Island, at its January Session, A. D. 1895. 

Sec. 3. The device of the League shall be the ace of clubs with 
the letters "A. W. L." inscribed on its lobes; the letter "A" on the 
upper lobe, the letter "W" on the lower left hand lobe, and the letter 
"L" on the lower right hand lobe. 

Sec. 4. The common Seal of the League shall be said device 
with the words ''Organized in Milwaukee, April, 1891," above the 
same, and the words "Incorporated in Rhode Island, February, 1895," 
below the same, all within an inner circle, and surrounded by the 
words "Seal of the American Whist League" between said inner circle 
and an outer circle surrounding the whole. 
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ARTICLE II. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section I. The following clubs which were represented at the 
First American Whist Congress, held in Milwaukee, in April, 1891, 
and which joined the American Whist League before the opening of 
the Second American. Whist Congress, and in the order in which 
their names are hereinafter given, shall be known and designated as 
original or charter members, so long as they continue to be members 
of this organization, viz.: 

The Milwaukee Whist Club, Milwaukee, Wis. 

The Narragansett Whist Club, Providence, R. I. 

The Hamilton Club, Philadelphia, Penn. 

The Chicago Duplicate Whist Club, Chicago, 111.

The Commonwealth Qub, Worcester, Mass. 

The Park Club Whist Association, Chicago, 111. 

The Minneapolis Chess, Checker and Whist Club, Minneapolis, 

Minn. 
The Wahpanseh Whist and Chess Club, Chicago, 111. 
The Indianapolis Whist Club, Indianapolis, Ind. 
The Pomfret Club, Easton, Penn. 
The Hillsdale Whist Club, Hillsdale, Mich. 
The- St. Paul Chess and Whist Club, formerly the St. Paul Chess, 

Checkers and Whist Club, St. Paul, Minn. 
The Wayne Whist Club, formerly the Detroit Whist Club, 

Detroit, Mich. 
The Carthage Whist Club, Carthage, 111. 
The Ripon Whist Club, Ripon, Wis. 
The Waukesha Club, Waukesha, Wis. 
The University Whist Club, Chicago, 111. 

Sec. 2. All members of this organization must assent to these 
By-Laws, and adopt as their standard the codes of laws promulgated 
by the League ; provided, however, that clubs may adopt any rule re- 
quiring or permitting methods of scoring or of forming the table dif- 
ferent from those prescribed in said laws. 
These codes of laws are: — 

I. The Laws of Whist, as revised and adopted at the 

Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 
n. The Etiquette of Whist, as adopted at the Third Ameri- 
can Whist Congress, 1893. 
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III. The Laws of Duplicate Whist, as adopted at the Seventh 
American Whist Congress, 1897. 

Sec. 3. Any organized Whist club or other club at which the 
play of Whist is a prominent feature, having a club room and not less 
than twenty male members, may, with the approval of the Executive 
Committee, hereinafter provided for, become a member of the League 
on complying with the provisions of the preceding section. Provided 
that the aggregate active membership of the League be limited to 175. 

Sec. 4. Individual Whist players may be admitted as Associate 
Members of the League by vote of the Executive Committee, provided 
they are not members of any League club. The aggregate number of 
Associate Members shall not exceed 40. 

Associate Members shall have the rights of delegates at all meet- 
ings of the League so far only as to permit them to speak, make 
motions, serve on committees, and participate in contests for individ- 
uals; but they shall not be eligible to office or privileged to vote 
unless they are otherwise qualified. 

Sec. 5. Individual Whist players, on nomination by the Execu- 
tive Committee, may be made Honorary members of the League by 
the unanimous vote of any annual meeting. 

Honorary members shall not be liable for any fee, nor shall they 
be eligible to office or privileged to vote at any meeting of the League 
unless they are otherwise qualified. 

ARTICLE III. 

AUXILIARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

Section i. Any ten or more clubs, at least three of which are 
members of the League, associated together for the purpose of pro- 
moting the game of Whist in any particular locality, may, with the 
consent of the Executive Committee, at a regular meeting thereof, be 
admitted to the League as an Auxiliary Association. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall assign to each such 
association such territory as said committee shall deem expedient; and 
no other association shall be admitted within the territory so assigned; 
provided, however, that the territory assigned to any such association 
may be altered at any time by the Executive Committee of the League 
at a regular meeting thereof, after sixty days' notice in writing. 

Sec. 3. Such associations may adopt any constitutions and by- 
laws not inconsistent with the charter and by-laws of the League; 
provided, however, that the codes of laws promulgated by the League 
shall be the standard of all such associations, subject to the sam^ 
proviso as is set forth in Section 2 of By-Law II* 
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Sec. 4. Such associations may include in their membership 
League clubs and also clubs which are not individually members of the 
League. 

Sec. 5. Each such association shall be entitled to one represent- 
ative to the Executive Committee of the League, with the privilege of 
the floor and of debate in matters relative to such association. Such 
representatives shall be elected or appointed in such manner as such 
association shall respectively determine. 

ARTICLE IV. 

ANNUAL DUES. 

Section i. Each auxiliary association shall annually pay to the 
Treasurer of the League, three (3) dollars for each club belonging to 
such association. 

Sec. 2. Each League club shall annually pay to the Treasurer of 
the League, ten (10) dollars; provided, however, that League clubs 
which are also members of an auxiliary association shall be entitled to 
a rebate on their annual dues equal to the amount paid for them by 
such association. 

Sec. 3. Each associate member shall annually pay to the Treas- 
urer of the League five (5) dollars. 

Sec. 4. All annual dues shall be payable in advance; those of 
auxiliary associations on the first day of December, and those of clubs 
and associate members on the first day of January, in each year. 

Sec. 5. All auxiliary associations, hereafter elected, shall pay to 
the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth of the amount fixed as annual 
dues, for each month, from the first of the month nearest their election 
to the first of December following, and thereafter annual dues as pro- 
vided in Sec. 4, and no association shall be enrolled until the dues 
for the current year have been paid. 

Sec. 6. All clubs and associate members, hereafter elected, shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth of the amount fixed as 
annual dues, for each month, from the first of the month nearest their 
election to the first of January following, and thereafter annual dues as 
provided in Sec. 4, and no club or associate member shall be enrolled 
until the dues for the current year have been paid. 

Sec. 7. If the annual dues of any League club or associate mem- 
ber remain unpaid for three months after the same are due and payable, 
the Executive Committee of the League shall have power to suspend 
such delinquent after thirty days* notice. Such delinquent shall be sub- 
ject to expulsion at any subsequent meeting of the League by a two- 
thirds vote. 
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Sec. 8. If the annual dues of any auxiliary association remain 
unpaid for thirty days after the same are due and payable, such 
association shall stand suspended until such dues are paid in full. 
In case such dues are not paid prior to the opening of the next 
Congress of the League, then such association shall be subject to 
expulsion by a two-thirds vote; 

Provided, however, that the suspension or expulsion of any auxil- 
iary association shall not affect the standing of any League club be- 
longing thereto which shall pay its full annual dues to the League. 

Sec. 9. Any club or associate member whose dues have been 
paid to January i of any year, may withdraw before March i follow- 
ing, by notice in writing to the Recording Secretary and upon sur- 
render of charter or certificate of membership, without paying dues 
for the current year; but, except as herein provided, no League club 
or associate member shall be permitted to withdraw -without full pay- 
ment of dues and surrender of charter or certificate of membership. 

ARTICLE V. 

GENERAL OFFICERS. 

Section i. The General Officers of the League shall consist of 
a President, a Vice-President, a Treasurer, a Recording Secretary and 
a Corresponding Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The general officers shall be elected at the Annual Con- 
gresses, hereinafter provided for, and shall hold office for one year or 
until their successors are elected. 

Sec. 3. Vacancies occurring in the list of general officers during 
any interim between Congresses, may be filled by the Executive Com- 
mittee until the next annual Congress. 

Sec. 4. The President shall preside at all meetings of the League 
and of the Executive Committee, and shall be ex-ofRcio a member of 
all committees. He shall decide all questions submitted to him in 
writing by any member of the League as to the interpretation or 
application of any Law, By-Law or Standing Rule. His decisions 
shall be published in' the official organ of the League, and reported 
to the next succeeding Congress for its consideration and action. 

At the end of his term of office, he shall become ex-oMcio a mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee, and shall remain a member thereof 
as long as he shall continue an active member of a club belonging to 
the League. 

Sec. 5. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the 
President in the absence of the President. 
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Sec. 6. The Treasurer shall have charge of all funds of the 
League, subject to the direction of the Executive Committee, and 
shall give bond in such amount as the Executive Committee shall 
determine. 

Sec. 7. The Recording Secretary shall keep full records of all 
meetings of the League and of the Executive Committee, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Executive Committee shall from 
time to time direct. 

Sec. 8. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge of all 
correspondence between the Executive Committee and members of 
the League, shall preserve copies of all official letters he writes and 
all correspondence he receives, and shall perform such other duties 
as the Executive Committee shall from time to time direct. 

ARTICLE VL 

DIRECTORS. 

Section i. There shall be elected by the League, as hereinafter 
set forth, a Board of Directors, which shall not be less than twelve 
in number, which number may at any time be increased by any 
multiple of three. 

Sec. 2. The Directors heretofore elected shall hold office for 
the terms of one, two and three years, as heretofore allotted by the 
Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. The Directors hereafter elected shall hold office until 
the election of Directors at the Congress of the third year subsequent 
to their election, except in case of Directors elected to fill a vacancy, 
and also except as hereinafter provided in case of an increase in the 
membership of the Board. 

Sec. 4. In case a vacancy occurs in the Board of Directors, the 
Executive Committee may fill the same until the next Annual Con- 
gress, at which time a Director shall be chosen for the balance of the 
unexpired term, if any. 

Sec. 5. In case the number of the Board of Directors shall be 
increased at any Annual Congress, the additional Directors shall be 
divided into three classes to serve for one, two and three years, 
respectively, so that the three classes of Directors shall be maintained 
of equal numbers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Section, i. The general officers, the Board of Directors and 
such other persons as are by these By-Laws provided, shall together 
constitute an Executive Committee or Board of Government. 
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Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall have full control and 
management of the business of the League, subject, however, at all 
time to the will of the League as expressed by a vote of any Congress 
or other meeting of the League. 

Sec. 3. Five members of the Executive Committee shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VIIL 

MEETINGS OF THE LEAGUE. 

Section i. There shall be held annually, at such time and place 
as the Executive Committee shall appoint, a meeting of the League 
to be known as an "American Whist Congress." 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the League may be called at any time 
by the President at the direction of the Executive Committee. 

Sec. 3. At all meetings of the League, each League club shall 
be entitled to send as many delegates as it desires, but each delegation 
shall be entitled on a roll-call to one vote only, which shall be cast 
viva voce, as directed by a majority of the delegation present at the 
time when the vote is taken. If the vote of any club, as so cast, is 
challenged by any delegate from said club, the delegation from said 
club shall be polled. 

No club shall be entitled to send any person as a delegate who 
is not a member of said club; and no person shall, on roll-call, vote 
for more than one club. 

Sec. 4. At all meetings of the League, each auxiliary association 
shall be entitled to send as many delegates as it desires. Such 
delegates shall have the rights of associate members. 

Sec. 5. Each club and auxiliary association may make such 
provisions as it deems expedient with regard to alternates and filling 
vacancies in their respective delegations. 

Sec. 6. At any meeting of the League, the roll call shall be 
called on any question at the request of the delegations representing 
any three League clubs. 

Sec. 7. At all meetings of the League, delegates authorized to 
cast twenty votes on a roll call shall constitute a quorum. 

Sec. 8. Roberts' Rules of Order shall be the standard on all 
questions of parliamentary practice at meetings of the Leamie so 
far as the same is not inconsistent with any By-Law or standing rule 
of the League. 
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Sec. 9. Thirty days prior to the opening of each Congress the 
President shall appoint the following committees: 

1. A Reception Committee. 

2. A Press Committee. 

And at the opening session of each Congress the following: 

3. A Committee on Finance. 

4. A Committee on Nominations. 

5. A Committee on Laws. 

6. A Committee on By-Laws. 

7. A Committee on Resolutions. 

8. A Committee on Judiciary. 

The number of members of each committee shall be determined 
by the President. 

There shall also be appointed by each Congress a Committee on 
Credentials, of which the Recording Secretary shall be Chairman. 

Sec. 10. No motion or resolution introduced at any Congress 
appertaining to any matter of finance shall be debated or acted upon, 
except by unanimous consent, until the same has first been referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 

Sec. II. No proposition to amend the laws shall be debated or 
acted upon, except by unanimous consent, until the same has been 
referred to the Committee on Laws. 

Sec. 12. No proposition to amend the By-Laws shall be debated 
or acted upon, except by unanimous consent, until the same has been 
referred to the Committee on By-Laws. 

Sec. 13. All resolutions introduced at any Congress, except such 
as relate to finance; or to amendments to the By-Laws, and also 
except such resolutions as accompany the reports of committees, 
shall, before the same are debated or acted upon, be referred to the 
Committee on Resolutions, unless such reference is waived by 
unanimous consent. 

Sec. 14. To the Committee on Judiciary, when appointed, shall 
be referred, without debate, all the decisions of the President reported 
under the provisions of Sec. 4 of Art. V. 

Sec. 15. Arrangements shall be made by the Executive Com- 
mittee for the following contests at each Congress: 

1. A contest for teams of four representing League clubs. 

2. A contest for teams of two representing League clubs. 

3. A contest for teams representing auxiliary associations. 

4. Such other contests as the Executive Committee shall deem 

expedient.

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ARTICLE IX. 

OFFICIAL ORGAN. 

Section i. The monthly periodical published in Milwaukee un- 
der the name of "Whist," shall be the official organ of the League for 
the publication of all notices and other communications to the mem- 
bers of the League. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee may at any time elect the 
editor of the official organ of the League a member of said committee 
for a term ending with the adjournment of the next Annual Congress. 

ARTICLE X. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section i. Propositions to amend either of the codes of laws or 
to amend these By-Laws may be made in writing at any meeting of 
the League, but it shall require a two-thirds vote upon a roll-call to 
adopt such amendment. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to the codes of laws shall go into effect 
sixty days after the adjournment of the meeting of the League at 
which they are adopted.

APPENDIX C. 



THE LAWS OF WMST, 

As Revised and Adopted at the Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 



THE GAME. 

1. A game consists of seven points, each trick above six 
counting one. The value of the game is determined by de- 
ducting the losers' score from seven. 

PORMINQ THE TABLE. 

2. Those first in the room have the preference. If, by . 
reason of two or more arriving at the same time, more than 
four assemble, the preference among the last comers is deter- 
mined by cutting, a lower cut giving the preference over all 
cutting higher. A complete table consists of six; the four 
having the preference play. Partners are determined by cut- 
ting; the highest two play against the lowest two; the lowest 
deals and has the choice of seats and cards. 

3. If two players cut intermediate cards of equal value, 
they cut again; the lower of the new cut plays with the orig- 
inal lowest. 

4. If three players cut cards of equal value, they cut 
again. If the fourth has cut the highest card, the lowest two 
of the new cut are partners and the lowest deals. If the fourth 
has cut the lowest card he deals, and the highest two of the 
new cut are partners. 
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5. At the end of a game, if there are more than four be- 
longing to the table, a sufficient number of the players retire 
to admit those awaiting their turn to play. In determining 
which players remain in, those who have played a less num- 
ber of consecutive games have the preference over all who 
have played a greater number; between two or more who 
have played an equal number, the preference is determined by 
cutting, a lower cut giving the preference over all cutting 
higher. 

6. To entitle one to enter a table, he must declare his 
intention to do so before any one of the players has cut for 
purpose of commencing a new game or of cutting out. 

CUTTINQ. 

7. In cutting, the ace is the lowest card. All must cut 
from the same pack. If a player exposes more than one card 
he must cut again. Drawing cards from the outspread pack 
may be resorted to in place of cutting. 

5HUFPLINQ. 

8. Before every deal, the cards must be shuffled. When 
two packs are used, the dealer's partner must collect and 
shuffle the cards for the ensuing deal and place them at his 
right hand. In all cases the dealer may shuffle last. 

9. A pack must not be shuffled during the play of a 
hand, nor so as to expose the face of any card. 

CUTTINQ TO THE DEALER. 

10. The dealer must present the pack to his right hand 
adversary to be cut; the adversary must take a portion from 
the top of the pack and place it towards the dealer; at least 
four cards must be left in each packet; the dealer must re- 
unite the packets by placing the one not removed in cutting 
upon the other. 

11. If in cutting or in reuniting the separate packets, a 
card is exposed, the pack must be reshuffled by the dealer and 
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cut again; if there is any confusion of the cards or doubt as 
to the place where the pack was separated, there must be a 
new cut 

12. If the dealer reshuffles the pack after it has been pro- 
perly cut, he loses his deal. 

DEALING. 

13. When the pack has been properly cut and reunited, 
the dealer must distribute the cards, one at a time, to each 
player in regular rotation, beginning at his left. The last, 
which is the trump card, must be turned up before the dealer. 
At the end of the hand, or when the deal is lost, the deal 
passes to the player next to the dealer on his left, and so on 
to each in turn. 

14. There must be a new deal by the same dealer: — 

I. If any card except the last is faced in the pack. 

II. If, during the deal or during the play of the 

hand, the pack is proved incorrect or imperfect; 
but any prior score made with that pack shall 
stand. 

15. If, during the deal, a card is exposed, the side not 
in fault may demand a new deal, provided neither of that side 
has touched a card. If a new deal does not take place, the 
exposed card is not liable to be called. 

16. Any one dealing out of turn or with his adversaries' 
pack may be stopped before the trump card is turned, after 
which, the deal is valid, and the packs, if changed, so remain. 

MISDEALING. 

17. It is a misdeal: — 

I. If the dealer omits to have the pack cut and his 

adversaries discover the error before the trump 
card is turned and before looking at any of their 
cards. i . ' -?^15|^ 

II. If he deals a card incorrectly and fails to correct 

the error before dealing another. 
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III. If he counts the cards on the table or in the re- 

mainder of the pack. 

IV. If, having a perfect pack, he does not deal to each 

player the proper number of cards, and the error 
is discovered before all have played to the first 
trick. 

V. If he looks at the trump card before the deal is 

completed. 

VI. If he places the trump card face downward upon 

his own or any other player's cards. 
A misdeal loses the deal, unless, during the deal, either 
of the adversaries touches a card or in any other manner in- 
terrupts the dealer. 

THE TRUMP CARD. 

18. The dealer must leave the trump card face upwards 
on the table until it is his turn to play to the first trick; if it 
is left on the table until after the second trick has been turned 
and quitted, it is liable to be called. After it has been law- 
fully taken up, it must not be named, and any player naming 
it is liable to have his highest or his lowest trump called by 
either adversary. The player may, however, ask what the 
trump suit is. 

IRREQULARITIBS IN THE HANDS. 

19. If, at any time after all have played to the first trick, 
the pack being perfect, a player is found to have either more 
or less than his correct number of cards, and his adversaries 
have their right number, the latter, upon the discovery of 
such surplus or deficiency, may consult, and shall have the 
choice — 

I. To have a new deal. 

II. To have the hand played out, in which case the 

surplus or missing card or cards are not taken 
into account. 
If either of the adversaries also has more or less than his 
correct number, there must be a new deal. 
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If any player has a surplus card by reason of an omission 
to play to a trick, his adversaries can exercise the foregoing 
privilege only after he has played to the trick following the 
one in which such omission occurred. 

CARDS LIABLE TO BE CALLED. 

20. The following cards are liable to be called by either 
adversary: — 

I. Every card faced upon the table otherwise than 

in the regular course of play, but not including 
a card led out of turn. 

II. Every card thrown with the one led or played to 

the current trick. The player must indicate the 
one led or played. 

III. Every card so held by a player that his partner 

sees any portion of its face. 

IV. All the cards in a hand lowered or shown by a 

player so that his partner sees more than one 
card of it. 

V. Every card named by the player holding it. 

21. All cards liable to be called must be placed and left 
face upwards on the table. A player must lead or play them 
when called, provided he can do so without revoking. The 
call may be repeated at each trick until the card is played. A 
player cannot be prevented from leading or playing a card 
liable to be called; if he can get rid of it in the course of play, 
no penalty remains. 

22. If a player leads a card better than any his adver- 
saries hold of the suit, and then leads one or more other cards 
without waiting for his partner to play, the latter may be called 
upon by either adversary to take the first trick, and the other 
cards thus improperly played are liable to be called ; it makes 
no difference whether he plays them one after the other, or 
throws them all on the table together, after the first card is 
played, the others are liable to be called. 
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23. A player having a card liable to be called must not 
play another until the adversaries have stated whether or not 
they wish to call the card liable to the penalty. If he plays 
another card without awaiting the decision of the adversaries, 
such other card also is liable to be called. 

LEADING OUT OF TURN. 

24. If any player leads out of turn, a suit may be called 
from him or his partner the first time it is the turn of either 
of them to lead. The penalty can be enforced only by the 
adversary on the right of the player from whom a suit can 
be lawfully called. 

If a player, so called on to lead a suit, has none of it, or 
if all have played to the false lead, no penalty can be enforced. 
If all have not played to the trick, the cards erroneously 
played to such false lead are not liable to be called and must 
be taken back. 

PLAYING OUT OF TURN. 

25. If the third hand plays before the second, the fourth 
hand also may play before the second. 

26. If the third hand has not played, and the fourth 
hand plays before the second, the latter may be called upon 
by the third hand to play his highest or lowest card of the 
suit led or, if he has none, to trump or not to trump the trick. 

ABANDONED HANDS. 

27. If all four players throw their cards on the table, 
face upwards, no further play of that hand is permitted. The 
result of the hand, as then claimed or admitted, is established, 
provided that, if a revoke is discovered, the revoke penalty 
attaches. 

REVOKING. 

28. A revoke is a renounce in error not corrected in 
time. A player renounces in error, when, holding one or more 
cards of the suit led, he plays a card of a different suit. 
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A renounce in error may be corrected by the player mak- 
ing it, before the trick in which it occurs has been turned and 
quitted, unless either he or his partner, whether in his right 
turn or otherwise, has led or played to the following trick, or 
unless his partner has asked whether or not he has any of the 
suit renounced. 

29. If a player corrects his mistake in time to save a 
revoke, the card improperly played by him is liable to be 
called; any player or players, who have played after him, may 
withdraw their cards and substitute others; the cards so with- 
drawn are not liable to be called. 

30. The penalty for revoking is the transfer of two 
tricks from the revoking side to their adversaries; it can be 
enforced for as many revokes as occur during the hand. The 
revoking side cannot win the game in that hand; if both sides 
revoke, neither can win the game in that hand. 

31. The revoking player and his partner may require the 
hand in which the revoke has been made, to be played out, 
and score all points made by them up to the score of six. 

32. At the end of a hand, the claimants of a revoke may 
search all the tricks. If the cards have been mixed, the claim 
may be urged and proved, if possible; but no proof is neces- 
sary and the revoke is established, if, after it has been claimed, 
the accused player or his partner mixes the cards before they 
have been examined to the satisfaction of the adversaries. 

33. -The revoke can be claimed at any time before the 
cards have been presented and cut for the following deal, but 
not thereafter. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

34. Any one, during the play of a trick and before the 
cards have been touched for the purpose of gathering them 
together, may demand that the players draw their cards. 

35. If any one, prior to his partner playing, calls atten- 
tion in any manner to the trick or to the score, the adversary 
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last to play to the trick may require the offender's partner to 
play his highest or lowest of the suit led or, if he has none, 
to trump or not to trump the trick. 

36. If any player says, "I can win the rest/' "The rest 
are ours," "We have the game," or words to that effect, his 
partner's cards must be laid upon the table and are liable to 
be called. 

37. When a trick has been turned and quitted, it must 
not again be seen tmtil after the hand has been played. A 
violation of this law subjects the offender's side to the same 
penalty as in case of a lead out of turn. 

38. If a player is lawfully called upon to play the high- 
est or lowest of a suit, or to trump or not to trump a trick, or 
to lead a suit, and unnecessarily fails to comply, he is liable to 
the same penalty as if he had revoked. 

39. In all cases where a penalty has been incurred, ine 
offender must await the decision of the adversaries. If either 
of them, with or without his partner's consent, demands a 
penalty, to which they are entitled, such decison is final. If 
tlie wrong adversary demands a penalty or a wrong penalty 
is demanded, none can be enforced.

THE ETIOUETTE OF WHIST. 

As Adopted at the Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 



1 he following rules belong to the established code 
of Whist Etiquette. They are formulated with a view 
to discourage and repress certain improprieties of 
conduct, therein pointed out, which are not reached by 
the laws. The courtesy which marks the intercourse 
of gentlemen will regulate other more obvious cases : 

1. No conversation should be indulged in during the 
play except such as is allowed by the laws of the game. 

2. No player should in any manner whatsoever g^ve any 
intimation as to the state of his hand or of the game, or of 
approval or disapproval of a play. 

3. No player should lead until the^ preceding trick is 
turned and quitted. 

4. No player should, after having led a winning card, 
draw a card from his hand for another lead until his partner 
has played to the current trick. 

5. No player should play a card in any manner so as to 
call particular attention to it, nor should he demand that the 
cards be placed in order to attract the atention of his partner. 
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6. No player should purposely incur a penalty because 
he is willing to pay it, nor should he make a second revoke 
in order to conceal one previously made. 

7. No player should take advantage of information im- 
parted by his partner through a breach of etiquette. 

8. No player should object to referring a disputed ques- 
tion of fact to a bystander who professes himself uninterested 
in the result of the game and able to decide the question. 

9. Bystanders should not ii;i any manner call attention to 
or give any intimation concerning the play or the state of 
the game, during the play of a hand. They should not look 
over the hand of a player without his permission; nor should 
they walk around the table to look at the different hands.

THE LAWS OF DUPUGATE WHBT. 

As Adopted by the Fourth American Whist Congress, 1894, and Amended 

BY THE Seventh American Whist Congress 

AT Put-in-Bay, 1897, 



Duplicate Whist is governed by the Laws of Whist, 
except in so far as they are modified by the following 
Special Laws : 

THE GAME AND THE 5C0RE. 

(a) A game or match consists of any agreed number of 
deals, each of which is played once only by each player. 

The contesting teams must be of the same number, but 
may each consist of any agreed number of pairs, one-half of 
which or as near thereto as possible, sit north and south, the 
other half east and west. 

Every trick taken is scored, and the match is determined 
by a comparison of the aggregate scores won by the compet- 
ing teams. In case the teams consist of an odd number of 
pairs, each team, in making up such aggregate, adds, as 
though won by it, the average score of all the pairs seated in 
the positions opposite to its odd pair. 

Each side shall keep its own score, and it is the duty of the 
players at each table to compare the scores there made and see 
that they correspond. 

In a match between two teams, the total number of tricks 
shall be divided by two, and the team whose score of tricks 
taken, exceeds such dividend, wins the match by the number 
of tricks in excess thereof. 
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In a match between more than two teams, each team 
wins or loses, as the case may be, by the number of tricks 
which its aggregate score exceeds or falls short of the aver- 
age score of all the competing teams. 

In taking averages, fractions are disregarded and the 
nearest whole number taken, one-half counting as a whole, un- 
less it is necessary to take the fraction into account to avoid a 
tie, in which case the match is scored as won by "the fractiiDn 
of a trick." 

FORMING THE TABLE. 

(&) Tables may be formed by cutting or by agreement. 

In two-table duplicate, if the tables are formed by cut- 
ting, the four having the preference play at one table, and the 
next four at the other. The highest two at one table are part- 
ners with the lowest two at the other. The highest two at 
each table sit north and south; the lowest two east and west. 

DEALING AND MISDEALING. 

(c) The deal is never lostj in case of a misdeal, or of the 
exposure of a card during the deal, the cards must be redealt 
by the same player. 

THE TRUMP CARD. 

(d) The trump card must be recorded before the play 
begins on a slip provided for that purpose. When the deal 
has been played, the slip on which the trump card has been 
recorded must be placed face upwards by the dealer on the top 
of his cards, but the trump card must not be again turned until 
the hands are taken up for the purpose of overplaying them, at 
which time it must be turned and left face upwards on the tray 
until it is the dealer's turn to play to the first trick. The slip 
on which the trump card is recorded must be turned face 
downwards as soon as the trump card is taken up by the 
dealer; if the trump card has been otherwise recorded, such 
record must also be then turned face downwards. 

The dealer must leave the trump card face upwards on 
the tray until it is his turn to play to the first trick, when it 
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should be taken into his hand. If it is not taken into the hand 
until after the second trick has been turned and quitted, it is 
liable to be called. 

After it has been lawfully taken up it must not be named, 
and any player thereafter naming it, or looking at the trump 
slip or other record of the trump, is liable to have his highest 
or lowest trump called by his right hand adversary at any time 
during the play of that deal, before such adversary has played 
to any current trick, or before the preceding trick is turned 
and quitted, in case it is the oflFender's turn to lead. The call 
may be repeated until the card is played, but it can not be 
changed. 

IRREGULARITIES IN THE HANDS. 

{e) If a player is found to have either more or less than 
his correct number of cards, the course to be pursued is de- 
termined by the time at which the irregularity is discovered. 

I. Where the irregularity is discovered before or dur- 
ing the original play of a hand : — 

There must be a new deal. 

II. Where the irregularity is discovered when the hand 
is taken up for overplay, and before such overplay has be- 
gun:— 

The hand in which the irregularity is so discovered must 
be sent back to the table from which it was last received and 
the error be there rectified. 

III. Where the irregularity is not discovered until after 
the overplay has begun : — 

In two-table duplicate there must be a new deal; but, in' 
a game in which the same hands are played at more than two 
tables, the hands must be rectified as above, and then passed 
to the next table without overplay at the table at which the 
error was discovered, in which case, if a player had a defi- 
ciency and his adversary the corresponding surplus, each 
team takes the average score for that deal; if, however, his 
partner had the corresponding surplus, his team is given the 
lowest score made at any table for that deal. 
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In the over-play of a deal, if a trump is turned other than 
that recorded on the trump slip, in a game of three or more 
tables, the player at fault shall be given the low score for that 
deal; and, in single or tv/o-table duplicate, there must be a 
new deal. 

PLAYlNa THE CARDS. 

(f) Each player, when it is his turn to play, must place 
his card face upwards, before him, and towards the center of 
the table, and allow it to remain upon the table in this posi- 
tion until all have played to the trick, when he must turn it 
over and place it face downwards, and nearer to himself, plac- 
ing each successive card, as he turns it, on top of the last 
card previously turned by him. After he has played his card, 
and also after he has turned it, he must quit it by removing 
his hand. 

A trick is turned and quitted when all four players hav*e 
turned and quitted their respective cards. 

The cards must be left in the order in which they were 
played until the scores for the deal are recorded. 

REVOKINa. 

(g) A revoke may be claimed at any time before the last 
trick of the deal in which it occurs has been turned and quitted 
and the scores of that deal recorded, but not thereafter. 

A player may ask his adversaries if they have any of the 
suit renounced ; but the question establishes the revoke if it is 
his partner who has renounced in error. 

CARDS LIABLE TO BE CALLED. 

(h) The holder of a card liable to be called can be re- 
quired to play it only by his right hand adversary; if such 
adversary plays without calling it, the holder may play as he 
pleases; if it is the holder's turn to lead, the card must be 
called before the preceding trick is turned and quitted, or the 
holder may lead as he pleases. 
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The unseen cards of a hand faced upon the table are not 
liable to be called. 

ENFORCING PBNALTIB5. 

(0 A player having the right to call a suit, loses such 
right, unless he announces to the adversary first winning a 
trick, before the trick so won by such adversary is turned and 
quitted, what particular suit he desires led. 

A player has the right to remind his partner that it is his 
privilege to enforce a penalty, and also to inform him of the 
penalty he can enforce. 

A player has the right to prevent his partner from com- 
mitting any irregularity, except renouncing in error. 



SINGLE'TABLE OR MNEMONIC DUPUCATE 

The Laws of Duplicate Whist govern, where appli- 
cable, except as follows : 

Each player plays each deal twice, the second time play- 
ing a hand previously played by an adversary. 

Instead of turning the trump, a single suit may be de- 
clared trumps for the game. 

On the overplay, the cards may be gathered into tricks in- 
stead of playing them as required by Law (f). 

In case of the discovery of an irregularity in the hands, 
there must always be a new deal.

Circular issued by the Executive Committee announcing 
Contests and Rules: 

Detroit, Mich., March 15, 1897 

To the Members of the American Whist League: 

The Seventh American Whist Congress will be held at 
Put-in-Bay, Lake Erie, beginning Tuesday, July 6th, and end- 
ing Saturday, July loth. 

The plan contemplates thirteen general contests, viz.: 

First, A contest for the Hamilton Club trophy for the 
year 1897-8. During the preliminary play, which will occupy 
the afternoon and evenings of Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday, each club shall play a match against every other 
club in the contest, and the two clubs with the highest match 
score shall play a final match on Saturday. 

Second, A contest for the first possession of the Ameri- 
can Whist League Challenge trophy for the year 1897-8. The 
preliminary play will occupy the evenings of Tuesday, Wed- 
nesday, Thursday and Friday and will be conducted under the 
Mitchell Progressive system. The two clubs with the highest 
trick score shall play a final match on Saturday. 

Third, A contest for the Minneapolis trophy for club 
pairs. This contest will be conducted under the new Howell 
Pair Progressive system, in which each pair completes a match 
against every other pair at one sitting. There will be six sit- 
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tings, occupying the afternoons and evenings of Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday, and the pair with the highest trick score 
shall be declared the winner. 

Fourth. A contest for the Brooklyn trophy for teams rep- 
resenting auxiliary associations. The tournament committee 
will decide as to the time and method of play after the entries 
have been received. 

Fifth, Progressive ''fours," match score, Tuesday after- 
noon. (Individual Prizes presented by the Trist Duplicate 
Whist Qub of San Francisco.) 

Sixth, Progressive *'pairs." Tuesday evening, individual 
prizes to makers of best north-south and east-west scores. 

Seventh. Progressive "pairs," Wednesday afternoon, in- 
dividual prizes. 

Eighth. Progressive "fours," Wednesday evening, trick 
score, individual prizes. 

Ninth. Progressive "fours," Thursday afternoon, match 
score, individual prizes. 

Tenth, Progressive "pairs," Thursday evening individual 
prizes. 

Eleventh. Progressive "pairs," Friday afternoon, individ- 
ual prizes. 

Twelfth. Progressive "fours," Friday evening, trick 
score, individual prizes. 

Thirteenth. Progressive straight Whist contest, Saturday 
evening, individual prizes to the pair making the largest ma- 
jority of tricks. 

Individual souvenirs will be awarded to the players who 
represent the winning club in the final play for the Hamilton 
Club, A. W. L. and Minneapolis trophies.

GENERAL RULES FOR ALL CONTESTS. 

1. Afternoon play will begin at 2, and evening play at 
8 o'clock. 

2. Schedules will inform the players of the hour and 
place at which each contest will be played, and for the guid- 
ance of delegates, schedules will be posted at the Information 
Bureau. 

3. A record of the results of each match will be posted 
at the Information Bureau. 

4. Entries in the various contests will close at the times 
designated in the rules of the respective contests. Contest- 
ants, however, will confer a great favor upon the Committee, 
by entering as early as possible. In making entries, the full 
name of each player shall be given. Entries made prior to the 
convening of the Congress should be addressed to H. A. Man- 
dell, Vice-President, Majestic Building, Detroit, Michigan. 

5. Any team or player not ready to start within ten 
minutes after the time designated for beginning play, may be 
defaulted by the portion of the Tournament Committee in 
charge of that match. 

6. No person excepting the players, members of the 
Tournament and Executive Committees, and the recorders, 
will be allowed in the rooms where two clubs are playing a 
match while the same is in progress without the unanimous 
consent of the players, nor to be present where any other 
match is in progress except with the consent of that portion 
of the Tournament Committee in charge. 
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7. It shall be the duty of players after each deal, to com- 
pare their scores with the players at the same table, but no 
player shall be allowed to see or know any score not made at 
his own table, until the end of play of each afternoon or even- 
ing and then only when announced by the Tournament Com- 
mittee. No player shall be allowed to keep a private or second 
score, or memorandum of any portion of the match or play, 
or of the state or condition thereof, or communicate or receive 
any information in regard thereto, except such as is announced 
by the Tournament Committee. Upon any violation of this 
clause, the team of the player guilty of such violation, shall be 
immediately required to withdraw from the match. 

8. In all matches where both match and trick scores are 
kept, a match won will count one, and a match tied will count 
one-half. The trick score will consist of the number of tricks 
made by each team. In case of a tie in the match score, the 
trick score of the teams tying will determine the winner. 

9. All questions arising out or as a result of any match 
will be decided by that portion of the Tournament Committee 
in charge of the match. An appeal to the Executive Commit- 
tee may be taken within two hours from the announcement of 
the decision; otherwise the decision of the Tournament Com- 
mittee shall be final. 

10. The Tournament Committee is authorized to alter 
the rules, should the occasion, in its opinion, render it ad- 
visable. 



RULES FOR HAMILTON CLUB TROPHY CONTEST. 

11. Entries must be made in the name of the club, and 
will close Tuesday, July 6th, at noon. No club shall enter 
more than one team. Substitutions of players may be made up 
to the time of beginning play. 

12. A player must be a member of the club he repre- 
sents, and no player will be permitted to play for more than 
one club in this contest. 
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13. Players may be changed before play begins in the 
afternoon or evening, but not at any other time during the 
match, except in case of illness or other good cause, and then 
only with the consent of that portion of the Tournament Com- 
mittee in charge of the match. 

14. In the first four days' play each club shall play a 
match against every other club. The number of hands con- 
stituting a match shall be determined by the Tournament 
Committee after the entries are received, but shall not exceed 
forty-two per day. The players shall not change partners 
during a match, but shall change partners after each match, 
rotating with the other three members of their teams. 

15. The two teams having the highest scores of matches 
won shall play the finals. Two scores shall be kept, viz., the 
score of matches won and the score of tricks taken. Should 
one or more clubs be tied with the club having the lowest 
score of the two leading clubs, the team having the highest 
trick score shall be the winner. In case of a tie between two 
or more clubs in the two scores, these teams shall play oflf the 
tie on Saturday morning, the number of deals to be deter- 
mined by the Tournament Committee. 

16. The finals shall consist of forty-eight deals, divided 
into halves of twenty-four deals each, and shall be played on 
Saturday under the schedule which governs the play for 
matches for the American Whist League Challenge Trophy :

APPENDIX I. 



STANDING RULES 



EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF THE AMERICAN 
WHIST LEAGUE. 

Adopted at Indianapolis, Jan. 22, 1895, and Amended, July, 1897. 



I. BBGULAB MBBTIN6S. 

Section i. Three regular meetings of this Committee 
shall be held each year; one on the adjournment of each Con- 
gress, to be known as the first regular meeting; one at some 
time between the ist day of December and the ist day of the 
following March, to be known as the second regular meeting ; 
and one within three days before the assembling of each Con- 
gress, to be known as the third regular meeting. 

Sec. 2. The date and place of holding such first and 
third regular meetings shall be fixed by the President. 

Sec. 3. The date and place of holding such second reg- 
ular meeting shall be fixed by this Committee; or, if they fail 
to fix the same by the 15th day of October, the same shall be 
fixed by the President. 

Sec. 4. Public notice of such first regular meeting shall 
be given during the session of the Congress. 

Sec. 5. Notice of such second and third regular meet- 
ings shall be sent by the Recording Secretary by mail to each 
member of the Committee at least thirty days before such 
meeting. 

16 
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II. SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

Section i. Special meetings of this Committee shall be 
called by the Recording Secretary at any time on the direction 
of the President, or at the written request of five members 
of the Committee. 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the Committee, held at any 
time between the opening of a Congress and its final ad- 
journment, shall be called by public announcement during the 
session of the Congress. For special meetings, held at any 
other time, the call shall be by letter or telegram sent to each 
member of the Committee. 

Sec. 3. The call for a special meeting, held at any time 
after the final adjournment of a Congress and before the 
opening of the next, shall specify the business proposed to be 
considered at such meeting; and no business except that 
mentioned in the call shall be finally acted upon at such 
special meeting, without the consent thereto of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Committee. A smaller number, how- 
ever, may formulate business to be submitted to the full Com- 
mittee by mail. 

Sec. 4. Unless a call for a special meeting, held between 
the final adjournment of a Congress and the assembling of 
the next, shall have issued at least 15 days before the date fixed 
therefor, no business shall be finally acted upon thereat with- 
out the consent thereto of a majority of all the members of 
the Committee. 

III. MATTERS SUBMITTED BY MAIL. 

Section i. The Recording Secretary shall submit to this 
Committee by mail such matters as he shall be directed by 
the President, or requested in writing by two members of 
the Committee. 

Sec. 2. All members, whose responses to matters so sub- 
mitted by mail are not received within twenty days after such 
submission, shall be considered as not voting thereon. 
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IV. election of mbmbbes. . 

Section i. No club desiring admission to the League 
shall be submitted to the Committee for election, until a writ- 
ten application signed by an officer of the club, and approved 
by a member of this Committee, together with a statement of 
the membership and character of the club has been filed with 
the Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 2. No person desiring admission to the League as 
an associate member shall be submitted to this Committee for 
election, until his references have been approved by the 
President and the Recording Secretary. 

Sec. 3. Members may be elected at any regular meet- 
ihg, at any special meeting where such election has been 
mentioned in the call therefor, or by mail. 

Sec. 4. In case any member of this Committee objects 
to the election of any club or person applying for admission 
to the League, the election of such club or person shall not 
be considered as completed unless and until a majority of all 
the members of the Committee have voted for the admission 
of such club or person, after having received notice of such 
objection. 

Sec. 5. Such objection to have the above effect, how- 
ever, must be received before a meeting has acted upon the 
election of such club or person, or within fifteen days after 
the name of such club or person has been submitted to the 
Committee for election by mail. 

V. REPORTS FROM CLUBS. 

Section i. The corresponding Secretary shall corre- 
spond with the secretaries and other officers of the various 
League clubs, and transmit to and obtain from them such 
information as may be required by the President or the 
Executive Committee ; he shall also procure such statistics as 
he shall deem desirable, and shall compile the same into a 
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report to be submitted to the Executive Committee at the 
third regular meeting, for examination and presentation to 
the following Congress. 

▼I. REPORTS OP PR0GKBDIN08 OF THB OOimiTTBB. 

Section i. The Recording Secretary shall, as soon as 
possible after each meeting of the Executive Committee, send 
to each member a full repcwt of the proceedings of the meet- 
ing; and, except during the summer, shall render monthly 
reports of all members admitted or withdrawn, and all pro- 
ceedings of the Committee during the preceding month. 

VII. BILLS AND ACCOUNTS. 

Section i. No bill against the League shall be paid by 
the Treasurer until the same has been approved by the officer 
or chairman of the committee contracting the same, and 
audited by the President. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer shall annually submit a report of 
his receipts and disbursements to this Committee at its third 
regular meeting, for examination and presentation to the 
following Congress. He shall also make a report to this 
Committee at its 2d regular meeting.

The standing rules of this Committee shall 
not be altered or suspended except by vote of a majority of

RULES GOVERNING CONTESTS 



AMERICAN WHIST LEAGUE CHALLENGE 
TROPHY, 

As Amended by the Executive Committee of the League 
AND Ratified by the Seventh Congress, July, 1897. 



1. The A. W. L. Challenge Trophy shall be held by 
the club winning it at an annual Congress until the end 
of the following September; it shall be held subject to 
challenge as hereinafter set forth during the following 
October, November, December, January, February, March, 
April and May; it shall be held, from the end of May to 
the opening of the next Congress, by the winner of the last 
match played prior to the first day of June. 

2. The President of the League, or some person des- 
ignated by him, shall appoint an umpire to have charge of 
each challenge match, and shall notify such umpire of the 
name and address of the club, if any, entitled to play the 
winner of such match. 

3. All challenges shall be sent to the President of the 
League, or to some person designated by him, and shall take 
precedence in the order in which they are received, except 
that all challenges received between June ist and August 31st, 
inclusive, shall rank as of the same date, and take precedence 
by lot, and also except as hereinafter provided. All unplayed 
challenges pending on May 31st shall lapse. 
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Every challenge shall state the name and Post Office 
address to whom correspondence concerning the challenge 
and challenge matches shall be addressed. 

4. Every League Club shall have the right to challenge. 

5. All challenge matches shall take place at the home 
of the holder, except as hereinafter provided. 

6. The holder shall not be required to play for the 
trophy more frequently than once a week without its consent 

7. The trophy shall become the permanent property of 
the club that either — 

(a) Wins it at three annual tournaments; or 

(b) Wins it in twenty matches actually played. 

8. The first challenge match of each season shall be 
played on the first Saturday after the first day of October. 
The President of the League shall, taking into consideration 
the number of pending challenges, determine from time to 
time whether the matches shall proceed at the rate of one 
each week, or at the rate of one each fortnight. In the 
former case he, or some person designated by him, shall fix 
as the date for each succeeding match the Saturday at the 
end of the week following the last preceeding match, and 
shall give the challenging club next in order at least seven 
days notice of such date. In case the President determines 
that the matches shall proceed at the rate of one each fort- 
night, he or some person designated by him, shall fix as the 
date for each succeeding match the Saturday at the end of 
the second week following the last preceding match, and shall 
give the challenging club next in order at least fourteen days 
notice of such date: Provided, however, that in case no 
challenge is pending at the time any match is played^ the 
President shall fix as the date for the next match either the , 
second or third Saturdays after the challenge therefor shall 
have been received by him, and shall give both the home and 
the challenging club at least fourteen days notice of such date. 

Each match shall be played on the date fixed as above, 
unless the home and the challenging club shall mutually 
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agree on an earlier date, in which case a match shall be 
played upon the day agreed upon. 

9. In case the challenging club fails to play at the time 
fixed or agreed upon as prescribed in the preceding rule, it 
shall forfeit its right of precedence, but shall have the right to 
challenge again, such subsequent challenge to take rank as of 
the date it is received by the President, or the person des- 
ignated by him. 

In case the home club shall fail to play any challenge 
match, and the challenging club has complied with these 
rules, and is prepared and willing to play, and announces it is 
ready to do so, the Trophy shall be forfeited to such chal- 
lenging club. 

10. The Trophy shall be surrendered to the Executive 
Committee one week after the last match in January, to be 
contested for at a time and place to be named by the Execu- 
tive Committee. For such contest, the Executive Committee 
shall designate two clubs of the section, other than that of 
the last holder. The clubs so designated shall be the two 
that made the highest scores of their section at the last pre- 
ceding Congress. In the event of either of such clubs declin- 
ing to so contest, the Executive Committee shall substitute 
in the order of precedence by score. The Trophy shall there- 
after be held subject to the challenges theretofore and there- 
after received by the President or the person designated by 
him, as specified in Rule 8. 

11. Whenever a club shall have won ten challenge 
matches actually played, including victories already won for 
any challenge trophy, it shall be given a certificate setting 
forth a record of such victories, duly attested by the officers 
of the League. 

12. For the purposes of the foregoing provisions, the 
territory of the League is divided into two sections, the East 
and the West. The East shall comprise all territory east of the 
east lines of Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and Alabama. The 
West shall comprise the balance of the United States. 
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13. Matches shall be played under the system generally 
known as the "two table" or ''team oi foor game." 

14. Matches shall consist of forty-eight deals. 

15. Matches shall be divided into halves, the first half to 
be played in the afternoon and the last half to be played in the 
evening of the day designated for their play. 

16. In case of a tie, eight additional hands, immediately 
played» shall decide the match, and in case there is still a tie, 
four additional hands shall be played until the tie is broken, 
players changing partners and exponents for the additional 
liands in the same manner as though a new match were com- 
menced at the end of the original tie. In case either club 
refuse to play oflF the tie as above provided the match shall 
be deemed to have been won by the club that is ready 
to play. But by the consent of the competing teams, the tie 
may be played oflF at any time within three days subsequent 
to the date of commencing the match and in any manner 
agreed upon by said teams. 

17. The players shall change positions at every four 
deals, according to the following schedule, in which the 
numbers i, 2, 3 and 4 represent the players of the challenging 
club, and the numbers 5, 6, 7 and 8 represent the players of 
the home club.

18. Players shall not be changed during a match except 
in case of illness or other unavoidable inability on their part 
to play, and then only with the approval of the umpire. 

19. A player must be a member of the club which he 
represents, and no player shall represent more than one club 
between any two consecutive Congresses. 

20. Afternoon play shall begin at 2 130 and evening play 
at 8 o'clock, unless the competing clubs by mutual consent 
change these hours. 

21. The score shall be made up by recording the number 
of tricks made by the North and South players of each team; 
it shall be attested by one of the opponents and announced 
by the umpire at the end of each four deals, and the players 
shall not adopt any method of informing themselves of the 
state of the score at any other time during the progress of 
the match. 

22. A record of the play shall be kept at the request 
of either of the competing teams, and in case such request 
be made, each player must leave the cards played by him 
in the trays in the order in which he played them. Such record 
shall be taken by two persons in such a way as not to inter- 
fere with the play. After taking the record of the play of 
each deal, the recorders must shuffle the cards in each hand 
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before they are replayed. Each contesting club may furnish 
one recorder, but, if required, the club requesting the record 
to be taken, shall furnish both. 

23. No person except the players, the umpire, the re- 
corders and members of the Executive Committee of the 
League, shall be allowed in the rooms in which a match takes 
place while it is in progress unless the consent of both the 
competing teams thereto be first had and obtained. 

24. All questions arising out of or as a result of any 
match, shall be decided by the umpire, and his decision shall 
be final unless an appeal be taken therefrom within forty-eight 
hours after the rendition of his decision. Such appeal shall 
lie to the President of the League, and his decision, with 
respect thereto, shall be final. 

25. Immediately upon the close of a match the umpire 
shall report the result to the President of the League, or to 
the person designated by him, and also to the Corresponding^ 
Secretary of the League, and to the club, if any, next in order 
to play the winner of such match. 

26. The Executive Committee shall have power to 
amend these rules from time to time in matters of detail, as 
they shall deem expedient.

APPENDIX K. 



RULES GOVERNING CONTESTS 



BROOKLYN TROPHY. 

As Adopted by the Executive Committee of the American 
Whist League, July lo, 1897. 



1. The Brooklyn Trophy shall be played for by teams of 
not less than sixteen players representing Auxiliary Associa- 
tions, at each Annual Congress, under rules prescribed 
from time to time by the Executive Committee. It shall be 
held by the association winning it at an Annual Congress, 
until the first day of the following October. It shall be held 
subject to challenge as hereinafter set forth, from the first day 
of October until the end of the following May. It shall be 
held from the end of May to the opening of the next Congress 
by the winner of the last match played prior to the first day 
of June. 

2. The President of the League, or some person desig- 
nated by him, shall appoint an umpire, to have charge of each 
challenge match. 

3. All challenges shall be sent to the President of the 
League, or to some person designated by him, and shall rank 
in the order in which they are received, except that all chal- 
lenges received prior to September ist shall rank as of the 
same date, and take precedence by lot. Every challenge shall 
state the name and post office address of the person to whom 
correspondence concerning the challenge and challenge 
matches shall be addressed. 
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4. Every Auxiliary Association shall have the right to 
challenge. 

5. All challenge matches shall take place within the 
territory of the association holding the Trophy, at some place 
to be fixed by its President, or determined in such other man- 
ner as such association, or its governing body, shall determine. 

6. No association shall be required to play for the Tro- 
phy earlier than October ist, nor more frequently than once 
in twenty days, without its consent. 

7. The Trophy shall be the property of the League, and 
the association holding it shall be responsible for its safe 
delivery when the association ceases to be entitled to hold it 
under these rules. 

8. The President shall, on or before the 3d day of Sep- 
tember, notify the association, if any, then entitled to play the 
first challenge match, and thereafter shall notify each chal- 
lenging association as soon as it becomes its turn to play, of 
the name and address of the person representing the holder to 
whom correspondence concerning the match is to be ad- 
dressed. 

9. Within ten days after receipt of the above notice from 
the President, or person designated by him, the challenging 
association shall notify the holder of the name and post office 
address of the person representing the challenging association 
to whom correspondence concerning the challenge match 
should be addressed, and shall also notify the holders of the 
size of the team which the challengers will enter for the match, 
and of the date on which they will be ready to play it, such 
date to be not less than twenty nor more than thirty days after 
the date of such notice. 

10. Within ten days after the receipt of the foregoing 
notice from the challenging association, the holders shall 
notify the challengers of the place chosen by them for playing 
said match. 
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11. The match shall be played at the time chosen by the 
challengers, and at the place chosen by the holders, unless 
otherwise mutually agreed, but no match shall be postponed 
more than ten days if aniy other challenge is then pending. 

12. In case a challenging association fails to play within 
the time above specified, it shall forfeit its^ right of precedence, 
but shall have the right to challenge again, such subsequent 
challenge to take rank as of the day it is received by the 
President, or the person designated by him. 

13. In case the holders shall fail to play any challenge 
match, and the challenging association has complied with 
these rules, and is prepared and willing to play, and announces 
that it is ready to do so, the Trophy shall be forfeited to such 
challenging association. 

14. The number of pairs of players on each side shall 
be that fixed in the notice sent under the provisions of Rule 9, 
unless otherwise mutually agreed by the challenging and 
home associations, but in no case shall there be less than 
twelve players on a side. 

The number of hands to be played, and the arrangement 
of players, shall be as agreed upon by the captains of the 
respective teams representing the contesting associations, and 
in case of a disagreement, shall be determined by the umpire. 

15. In case of a tie the umpire shall decide in what 
manner and at what time the tie shall be played off. In case 
either association refuses to play off a tie as decided by the 
umpire, the match shall be deemed to have been won by the 
association that is ready to play, and shall be so counted. 

16. A player must be a member of the association which 
he represents, and no player shall represent more than one 
association between any two consecutive Congresses. 

17. Players shall not be changed during a match except 
in case of illness or unavoidable inability on their part to play, 
and then only with the approval of the umpire. 
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1 8. The players shall not be required to change partners 
during a match. 

19. The score shall be announced by the umpire at such 
times as he shall deem proper, and the players shall not adopt 
any method of informing themselves of the state of the score 
at any other time during the match. 

20. Afternoon play shall beg^n at 2.30 and evening play 
at 8 o'clock, unless the competing associations, by mutual 
consent, change these hours. 

21. No person except the players, the umpire and mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee of the League shall be 
allowed in the rooms in which a match takes place while it- is 
in progress, unless the consent of both the competing teams 
thereto be first had and obtained. 

22. All questions arising out of, or as a result of, any 
match shall be decided by the umpire, and his decision shall 
be final, unless an appeal be taken therefrom within forty- 
eight hours after the competing associations are notified of 
his decision. Such appeal shall he to the President of the 
League, and his decision with respect thereto shall be final. 

23. Immediately upon the close of a match the umpire 
shall report the result to the President of the League, or to 
the person designated by him, and also to the Corresponding 
Secretary of the League.
